King ſo debonaire and vertuous, at laſte made ende of their 


plaintes and lamentations. And foz iuſte cauſe ſaye I, in 
that he lefte them fo? fucceſſour, a Sonne of his, begotten 


by his deere and loyall Spouſe and Wife Florixe ( whiche 


not many peres befo2e had departed this life) whiche ſaide 
ſonne after the death ofhis Father was Peire, not onelp of 
his terreine Dominfons and Poſſeſſions , but allo ofhis 
moſt rare and ſinguler vertues .

hym, hadde not geuen plainly to feele and vnderſtande, chat 


he was peereleſſe and not matcheable. Foz this cauſe there 


was no knight in all Bꝛittaigne the Greate, whiche at his

mine to conuerte and tourne the lamentat ions and wee- 
pinges of his Fathers death into iopes and gladneſſe, fo2 
haning after che loſſe of a good Loꝛde and'Paſter, recoue- 
red and receaued a better kyng , To whom there lacked ſo 
licle, chat he ſhould degenerate from che bouncte and good- 


mo2e then leſſe did hym illuſtrate) he did in ſuche ſo2t ſtriue 
and endeuour in equalitie of valiauncie, and goo? behaut- 
our to imitate and counteruale hym, chat his Raightes, 
Piinces and Barons, with other of his Uaſſatles and 
Heruauntes, thought in no wiſe to haue chaunged their 
Maiſter: who vnwillyng co omit anpe iote of his greate 
magnilicence, awhile af:er his Coonem-nce , made and 
gaue ſo many faire and G ly G. tes and P;eſeates, not 
onely tothe couragious knig tes his Sabiectes, but alſo 
to ſuch ſtraungers as were co ne to viſite him, and to mike 
offer to hym ot their ſeruice (beeyng nothyng ignozaunt 
that liberalitie readzech men ſubiect and bounde towardes 
thoſe whiche ble it: ):hat there was not he, whiche picked: 
and pꝛouoked with a deſire to doe him agreable ſeruice.(ſo 
muche his lenity andliberality had charmed and enchaun⸗ 
ted their affedtions,) would not willinglie haue put his life 
in hazarde, foꝛ the maintenance # conſeruat ion ok his ho⸗ 
nour. And fo} that, that a little afo2e the deceaſe of the good 
king Brand:;/mel his Father, he had eſpouſed the daughter 
ofking Barrachen of Scotlande, named Bellxeune, à Pꝛin- 
celle as ſage and ycrtuous,as faire and gracious (fo fewe 
there were) who then fo2 beauty e good grace, durſte com⸗ 
pare wich her: ) There were come to viſite hym, che twoo 
valiaunt Pꝛinces, Hubert of Scotlande, Bꝛother to the 
Queene Bellixenne, and Dorian, Sonne to the kinge of

In ſo muche beeyng come into the Heremites Cell , hee 
eate with a reaſonable good appetite certain Cheſtnattes, 
the whiche the ola man gaue hym verie daintelp, deemyng 
by bym ſelf that fewe would ſuffice hym: after whiche ha⸗ 
uyng dꝛonken a good cuppe of che faze ſated Fountain wa⸗ 
ter he departed, (not without greate thankes to che Pere⸗ 
mite giuen ) i eaſonably well ſatiffied, with the ſuſtenaunce 
of that ſumptuous banket. 

Then did he nothyng but trauaill till it was nere nighe, 
that he ariued on the Sea coſte, where he founde a datein 
whiche was a man ſlepyng full ſaundly. hom, ſirſt hauyng 
awake hym he required it he could trauſpoꝛte hym into a⸗ 
ny hauen, where he might embarke hym ſelf, to goe to the 
Nealme ok 7 hruroe: àno the manne aunſweredhym, yea: and 
that he was thereof right well contente : and that ſame 
euenyng he wauld hꝛyng hym, where he @guld bee lodged, | 


in _ moſte magniſtteut Caſtell that euer he lawe . The 
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KRyng being iopous, and right well apaid of fo good an hap, 
entryng the boate, nothyng knowing how to take the woꝛ⸗ 
des ok his Ferie man: but to ſone(alas)he knewe them to 
his great damage. Fo fcarce was hee a mile frõ the ſhoze, 
when he lawe not his man within the boate, well might be 
perceiue the Dares to moue, and traile foʒ ward the boate, 
vpon the waues ok the Sea, with ſo greate celeritie and 
Nwiftneſle, as though ſome unt had moued theim: wheresf 
he was moꝛe aſtonied and abaſhed, then euer he was of any 
other thing that euer had chaficed in his life. Not wichſtan⸗ 
dyng he yet reioyſed ſomewhat, that the ſea was calme, and 
quiet, haupng none other winde to toſſe o2 trouble it but a 
eete and pleaſaunt Zephyrus. And hauyng remained in 
his ſoꝛte, wandering ſolely vyon the ſea, without trouble 
| of any Tempeſt, hauing nought to eate but cercainecourſe 
bꝛead, peeces whereof hee founde in the Boate , till ſnche 
tyme as hee might diſcouer and percetue, in chemoznpur; 
when the Sunne began to ſhune vpon that parte, where his 
veſſell pꝛetended to take Lande, a faire Jlande garniſhed 
and munited with a multicude of faire leauie Trees, and 
graſſie greene Meadowes, and in the midſt therof, appꝛoa⸗; 
ching nearer and nearer, the hautie Towers of an excee- 
ding faire Caſtell whiche there was pight. Aud iſluyng 
fooꝛth into the Ile, to nde ſome one which might tell hym 
what Countrey that was, he ſawmozeoner in one coaſte of 
the ſame, the aire as red as flampng fire, Then muche mar⸗ 
ueiling what aduenture chat might bee, vetermined ſo till 
to walke, till he might finde one that might tell him the no: 
uelties thereof. But hee had not gone paſte a Myle, but hee 
met with twelue knightes armed at all pointes fro head to 
foote, and with them a mighty band of villatnes, with Bat- 
tes and Staues, armed with create Jackes and oulde ru⸗ 
ſtie Halbertes, whom hauyng tourteyauſly ſaluted;he was 
ſo hardie as to enquire why the aire was ſo red in that part 
of the Jle wherto he dzewe ne 
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that they were thereof ignozaunte, and that goyng ſome⸗ 
what further he ſhould knowe the certaintie thereof, They 
ſcarce had paſſed hym a howſhooze, but p they came ſodain: 
ly and eucompaſſed him on al partes:and ſo manie as were 


there alreadpafoze embuſhed, aſſailed & aſſaulted the miſe⸗ 


rable Pꝛince on all ſides, Who willing to defende himſelk, 
flewe the twoo firſte, which were ouer haſtie to laie handes 
vpon hym. Neuertheleſſe the reſt leaping altogether vpon 
hym with one blowe tooke hym, and dey2inyng him of all 
defence,bounde himſtraicly withgreate Cheanes of Yzon.. 
Then leadpng hym towardes the Caſtle, whiche hee had 


ſeene, put hym into a moſte ſtraunge andwetched Pꝛiſon, 


where we leaue hym to leade a long and miſerable life, vn- 


till occaſion ſerue to ſhewe you the meane of his deliuerie, 


To the ende that J maye ſette fooꝛthe to you, that whiche · 
chaunced to the Noble Queene Bellxenne, his wife, whom 
he had lefte great with childe at his departure.

Ofthe marueilous dule and ſoroẽ that Bellæ eme made afs 
ter the departure, and alſo during the abſence of king 
Floridamant her ſpowſe: and how beyng at NHran- 
doll as ſhe walked foorth in the Forreſt, ſle trauailed 
of the Infante Gerileon, for whoſe birth, the Princes. 
Ferand of Narwaie, aud Dom Grandilaorcauſed and 
addreſſed Iouſtes and Turnays , wherein they prote- 
ſed to anſwere all commers, where chaunceda mar- 
ueilowes aduenture, after the whiche , they finithed' 
the yre Iuſtinges wherofthe ſaide Ferrand and Gram: - 
dilgor bare a waie the price and were victorious. 
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— E v x x Didoafter the departure 
ok the fugitiue Troiar e/Ercas, 
"| felce ſuche griefe in her minde, 
\| neither mote was the ſozowe of 
> | Phyllis,after the long expectation 
| of her deare frende Demophoor: 
then che noble Queene Pell en- 
ne, felte of greevous and bndura- 
ble aſſaultes , beeyng miniſtred 
dailpere too hero on all ſdes by the violence of a multitude of 
mo2tall and vnſuppoꝛtable anguiſhes & griefes ; than, whẽ 
ſhe chaunced too thinke of the hozrible and boyſtrous bla- 
ſtes of winde whiche ſometimes ſhe hearde beate againſte 
the Winvowes of the pleaſaunt Caſtle of CHerranado/,the 
Howers and Tempeſtes, the mutation oftymes, perilous 
Shipwzackes, and innumerable daungers , whiche her 
loyallſpowſe FHoridamant endured, She coulde bee in no 
place, but (looling all countenaunce and coulour, were 
ſhe in her Chamber oz in her Garden, were ſhe in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence oꝛ abſence ot anye one too dꝛiue awaie her dolour and 
ſadnes) but ſhe did ſheede and let fall an infinite number of 
teares, whiche guſhyng from out her eyes, bedewed with 
great dꝛoppes along, the delicacie and plealauntnes of the 
coulour, wherewith her ruddye and Uermilion Cheekes 
| _ poliſhed and adozned , So that in full ſhoꝛte ſpace,ſhe 
came ſo leane anddiffo2med, as well fo2 not hauyng gar⸗ 
ded her ſelfe at the beginn yng, from geuyng place to theſe 
griefes and anguiſhes, as alſo by fee ling the vnaccuſtoma- 
ble anopes and gryping griefes wher with the fruite which 
ſhe had conceiued in her woumbe daily encrea ſyng, did op⸗ 
pꝛeſſe her. that there was none ol her Bards no2 knightes, 
whiche thereof was not greatly abaſhed and ſoꝛp, but eſpe⸗ 
ſpecially * lage Pzince Ferrand of Norwaie,who greatlie 
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foꝛcyng hym ſelfe, with many good reaſons and comfoz⸗ 
table admonitions, to appeaſe the vehemencie of her Pal⸗ 
ſions, ſeeing in the end that he but loſt time, left that trade, 
+ veuiſed to ſtudy employe his care wholy ta gouerne⸗ 
ment, ot the Realme of great Bꝛitaine, as to his charge be⸗ 
longed: leauing the olde Grandilaor Duke of Normandie, 
fo garde to the Queene and her Damolelles , who neuer 
after the departure of the king, had remoued from Hye. 
randoll. here vpon a date as ſhe walked alone inthe Foz» 
reſt, wanderyng fromthe companie of her Ladies and Da- 
moſelles, as arcuſtomably ſhe did, ta commence her wonted 
Plainces and Lamentations in alittle Cabinet of White- 
Thozne, whiche wich greate Arcificie and induſtrie ſhe 
had purpoſely cauſed to be builded, by the moſt expert craf- 
tes men the could finde, there chaunced her this pitious ad 
uenture, whiche ou ſhall heare. It is to be noted, that as 
the Queene went ſo wanderyng by the Foreſt, the tearme 
naturally pꝛeſtxed and oꝛdeined to humaine Creatures, to 
abandon and foꝛzſake the entrailes ot their Bother, to en⸗ 
ioye the light of this world, was expired and conſummate, 
aſſone as ſhe was ariued in her Cabinet, (ſo as, befoꝛe that 
the began her complaint, ſhe was intent iue to heare the de⸗ 
lectable and pleaſaunt murmuringes, and huſhing noiſes 
of lweete running Bꝛookes, whiche were there, whiche a 
while befoze were beecome mute, their Maters ſtaped of 
they courſe, by the heate and rig aur of the little heauenly 
Dogge, whiche hauing remoued and geuen plate tothe 
Starre moſt moyſt, had that daie, as it were deuinely rerei⸗ 
ued their flotyng voyce, aw of Birdes whiche than bee 
ing aſſembled in greate number, did marueilouſly diſcloaſe 
the naturall and melodious Harmonie of their Syluan 
Bꝛaunchye Songes, accomdynge ſo well, that they ſee⸗ 
med of purpoſe to recreate and bꝛyng iaye to the inſtaunte 
byrthe, of the noble Infaunt Ropall, oz rather if it were 
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her Senſe ok hearing, remaining rauiſhed p attached with 
the Echo and reſoundyng of their voyces , ſhe ſhould feele 
leſſe trauell in her Childing , She began to feele ſo gree⸗ 
nous a paine, that pꝛeſling her belly with her twoo handes, 
homely reſtyng her ſeif againſte the bzaunches of a Tree, 
ſuppoſing her entrailes to be plucked out ok her bellie, he 
made the moſt merueilous dule and lamentation that could 
bee thought , and betooke her ſelfe after a while to crie ſo 
ſhꝛilly, that one of her Damozelles named Anti xiliane, 
daughter to the kyng of Swethelande, fo curiouſly tooke 
regarde vnto her, fearing that whiche had chaunced, that 
whither foeuer ſhe went, ſhe neuer oz ſooke her, and hauing 
heard her crie, ſhe ranne diligently thether, But ſhe could 
not ſo ſoone ariue, but that ſhe founde her rather dead than 
aliue, c firetched along vpon the grene-Graſle, whereat ſhe 
was much diſpleaſed, x yet allo iopous, ſeeiug her deltuered 
ok a little Babe ſo faire, large and well featured, that he lee⸗ 
med not to haue come into the woꝛld but to be highly ſet by. 
Mhiche the taking in her Armes, after ſhe had-waſhed and 
made him cleane in a Riuer, chere neere at hand, ſhe kiſſed © 
rekiſſed moze then a hundꝛed and a hundzed tymes. Then 
pꝛeſentyng hym to his Bother, which tooke hym ſweetely 
betweene her two Armes ſhe gaue herſelfco conſolate and 
recomtoꝛt her the beſt that ſhe oould. But ſhe hauing left & 
let paſſe the late c painfulltrauatle ot her childing, ſaide to 
her with a ſoffe and milde voyte. That the ſhould with all 
ſytede go to beſpeake an Hoꝛſe Litter to tranſpoꝛt her to 
Caſtell, whereto the Damozell ſone obeyed, leauyng her 
ſole & alone inthecompagnievfher little Inkaunt, whõ ſhe 
began to buſſe ᷑ beholde with a Million moꝛe, ok amiable 
aud mocherly lookes. And euen as ſhee carneſtlie behelde 
hym in euerie parte, ſhe perceiued in him a thing moſt mer⸗ 
ueilous. That is to wit, a little place in his backe dzawyng 
to warde che right lide, full of heare, and like in purtrature 
to a atlerce and fell Lion, haupng his Tongue out of ond : 
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mouthe, whereby ſhe had hope that hee ſhoulde in tyme bee- 
come an hardie and valiaunte Knight. Seeyng that there 
was none other reaſon but that nature had bzought foo2th, 
figned and marked it in ſuche foꝛme fo2 ſome ſuch pu rpoſe. 
But duryng this thought of hers, beholde there ariued 
a troupe of Knightes and Damoſelles, whiche brought 
thither a faire hoꝛſe litter, all wꝛought within with Blewe 
beluet,who went with greate haſte toward che place where 
the Queene was: and findyng her in the ſame takyng, that 
the Damoſell Anti xiliane had lefte her, liftyng her vp ſoft- 
Ip, laied her in a good bedde whiche was in the Litter, with 
the litle baby by her, whom her Damoſell wꝛapped # coue⸗ 
red with riche clothynges, bꝛought redie fo2 that purpoſe: 
which doen, thei quickly conuaied her to the Caſtell of A. 
randol. Uhere thei no ſoner ariued, but the Pꝛince Ferrand 
of No2wate, whiche was in the Citie of London, withour 
further delaye, with a greate troupe of illuſtrious and va⸗ 
fiaunt knightes, came to viſite her, muche iopous and plea · 
ſed of ſo good an aduenture, truſtyng that now the Queene 
would fox euer after, leaue ofher griefes and complaintes- 
who gaue hym in charge to cauſe the Inkant to be baptized 
whom ſhe would haue to bee named Ge r1 rx ON, with the 
greateſt ioy and ſumptuous pꝛeparatiton, that ſhe could pꝛe⸗ 
pare:not lettyng paſſe, either Juſtes, Turneis, oz any other 
paſtymes, whiche could bee inuented. And expꝛeſſely tom 
maunded that choſe, who fo2 the loſſe of their Ryng, were 
cladde in Blacke attire, would exchaunge of theim, koꝛ o⸗ 
thers of dinerſe coulours moꝛe gaie, and pleaſaunt: where 
to thei with all diligence obeyed, 

Fo? after che Baptiſme of the Jnfaunte (the whiche in 
greate pompe and magnificence, the Rynge Fernunde of 
Nozwaie, hym- ſelf had holden ouer the Fonte, with the 
maide Ant ix iliane the one in the name ofthe Kyng Bell 
gent of Fraunce;who was a greate frende to the Kyng Fo»: 
ama Che other. repzeſentynge the Perlone of che 
TD ' if + Quee ne 
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Quene of Scotland) thep cauſed to be made ready ỹ Lites 
Win the City of London, in the great place of the Pallaice, 
the next day to make Pꝛoclamatiũ ofche publike Juſtyn⸗ 
ges, on the behalfe of the Pꝛince Ferrande of Noz waie, and 
bis couragious couſin Grader, who in Juſting chalẽged 
all goers & comers foꝛ the pꝛice: wherofhe pꝛeſcribed two 
gaie Senettee of Spaine, white as Swannes, trapped 
and harneſled with Ueluet ofthe lame caulour, all emhzoy⸗ 
dꝛed and wought with fine golde of Cipꝛus, wholie to re- 


maine ta theim, whiche were nat diſhozſed at the Juſtes. 


And thei pꝛoclaimed that whoſaeuer ſhould take in hande 


this matche, ſhauld giue ta the victaurs one of the faireſt, 


and moſte riche tokens, that euer thei had receiued of their 
Piltreffes; and if perchaunce there were kounde any, who 
hauyng fixed and ſette his affection, in a place tos haultie 
and difficile, were fo vnfoꝛtunate in his Loues, that he ne⸗ 
uer had receiued any, he ſhoyld bee bounde, and holden to 


kaſte wholie thꝛee daies, without either meate 02 dzinke, ſa⸗ 


uyng beade and water, and he ſhould fulfill his pꝛomiſſe. 

Moꝛeouer it was alſo ſaied, that all choſe whiche ould 
moteſt that thei were free, c exempte fro the flames of laue, 
tould goe knele doune befoze the Damoſels of the Quene 


BVellix enne, kilſpng their feete, and the ſtones in their Ryn⸗ 


ges, whiche thei had on their fingers with all humilitie. 
Uhich thing being knowẽ euer one of the knightes,who 
hearde- theſe Juſtes p2oclaimed in ſo ſtraunge and vbuvſu- 
all condition, ſaied to the Heraulde, who had to name Golia⸗

in lieu ot kiſſyng the Rynges oftheir fingers, if by chaunce 
ſome ot the Dames want them. It ſhall bee expedient, Sir 
knight. na diſpleaſure (ſaied the heraulde ) that if yoube of 
the vanquiſhed ſide and want a Piſtres wich Rynges, that 
vou mape go kiſle the, Mum: e wot where. At this cloked 
knauiſhe aunſwere, was greate laughter moued, not onely

png openly Pꝛoclaimed, as is afo2e ſaied, one might haue 
ſeen knightes of all partes, to pꝛepare theim ſelues to the 
ſame,on the one ſide ofthe Liſtes: and on the other ſide the 
twoo bꝛaue warriers Dom Ferrande of Noz waie, and Dam 
Grandilaor his Coſive, fully determined ta make that date, 
| ſuche a p2oofe of their knightly pzpwelle , that woꝛthe ly 

| thei ſhould bee iudged valiaunt at thoſe Juſtes aboue all a⸗ 
|  thers.Andeſpeciallpthe yolige ndl be lo tete bis 
koꝛtce aud ſtrengthe to redouble and encreaſe , becauſeof a 
cdertaine white ilume ot Feathers, whiche he caried byon 
the creſf2 of his Helmet, given hym that daie by the Da» 
moſell e-Gvix4/4ane his Lie and Miſtreſſe, ('fo2 whoſe 
Loue he felte greate coxmentes ) that vnder her kauaur, he 
ſhould hehaue hym ſeifſo well at the Juſtes, that he might 
became vico2ious, he entred firſte into the ſſelne, mounten 
vpon a bꝛaue caurſex of Arabie, ſo well trained and pacen, 
that to ſe hymmannadge,carrire, and bzaue it in the ap2e, 
one would haue tudgev hym ot no leſſe deſire to the matter. 
then his maiſter;who giuyng hym the ſpurre finely(as wel 
he could ) remained ſo ſure and vnmoueable in the ſaddle, 
pea , and with ſuche a grace, that ta viewe hym, chere was 
none ofthelookers on, whiche thought not verely that foz 
bis yarte the Pꝛuce of that Tournay ſhould not bee laſte. 
And the like, ſaid thei olthat valiaunt pꝛince af Nozwaie, 
who purſued hym full neret foꝛ in pꝛameſſe and Chiualrie, 
he ſurpaſſed eche other knight of greate Bꝛitaine. But as 
thei were entred within the Barriers to cambate, beholde. 
the heauen beganne in leſſe then an hower, to waxe ſo 
darcke, and too betome fo troubled with thicke and ſtin⸗ 
king ſmoke, whiche remained in the ame, moꝛe then a quar⸗ 
ter of an howze, that theknightes could not ſee from the 


one ende of the Liftes to the other: in ſuche ſoꝛte that there 
D. iij . was 
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was noneſohardie and valiaunt, whiche was not greatly 
aſtoniſhed and abaſhed at this ſodaine w ſtraunge mutat ion 
of tyme: foꝛ neuer any ot them that were in that companie, 
had ſeen the like chaunce. But yet thei had moꝛe cauſe of 
maruaile, when after hauyng a while beholden through the 
the axe, whiche waxed pet moꝛe darcke, eſpecially aboute 
the Caſtell, a multitude of hideous flames of fire, as redde 
as bloud, thei heard ſuche a terrible and vnaccuſtomed chfi- 
derclappe, that one would haue ſaied, that Sathan with all 
the wicked ſpirites of the infernall Manſion, had been al⸗ 
ſembled to ruinate and plucke doune the Caſtell ; vnto the 
verie foundation: whiche ſtraightewaies after „ hauyng 
bought there a terrible feare vpon them all. vaniſhed. And 
beepng ceaſſed, the ayze became in leſſe then an howze, as 
cleare and bꝛigbt as atoꝛe. But thoſe that were aſſembled. 
in a troupe, foũd thẽ ſelues farre diſperſed eche fro others, 
raunged e ſcattered here t chere moe chen a Bow ſhoote: 
becauſe their hozſes beeyng afrated of che greate bzute, 
whiche thei had heard,didſeparate theim ſelues che one frõ 
the other on euery parte. But ſeyng an olde Towꝛe, whiche 
was at the ende of theold walles ofthe Caſtel parke, ouer⸗ 
couered moꝛe then twoo- Foote thicke wich Jute , ſome 
greene,ſome withered,to bee no mo2e there, gatheryng the 
them ſelues togcther,thet ran haſtely towardes that parte, 
to ſee where it was become. And beeyng there ariued, thei 
found it all couered with aſhes, c plucked in peeces ſmaller 
then duſte: as alſo theiperceiued befozethe gate ofthe Ca⸗ 
ſtell, twoo greate pillars of Parble white and grate, cutte 
and pight fower ſquare, the moſte faire that might be ſeen, 
luſteinyng heim ſelues aboue by an arche, moſte magnilt⸗ 
centlie emboſſed and grauen wich woozkes Damalkinne, 
vnder the whiche was the purtrature of a Maiden, richely 
apparelled like a \ymphe,and ſo faire that Beautie her ſelt 
migbt not bee named, but by her name: hauyng a ſmilyng 
nenne wherein ſparcled and ſhined ſo lively, the- 
glimiyng, 
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glimſyng clearneſſe of twoo faire eyes, that it was ſuffi⸗ 
ciente, to lighten the night befoze the gate of the Caſtell, 
as though there had beene (woo greate Toꝛches, fo2 that 
purpoſe: and the reſidue ſo like a liuyng creature, chat no- 
thyng but onelp ſpeache was in her wantyng. And mozeo- 
uer this Paiden had aboute her necke, a greate chaine of 
gold, moe of waight then a thouſande talentes, the which 
banged doune a whole mannes height befo2e her feete. And 


at the ende therok hanged a Tablet wꝛought all about: and 


in the middeſt thereof were mitten theſe verſes folowpng,

that were well lettered and cunnpng)co know rightly how 
to enterpꝛete it. Whiche was cauſe that remainyng mar⸗ 
ueilouſly aſtoniſhed at this noueltie, thet retired all coward. | 
the place where the Liſtes were pꝛepared, fo? to ſiniſh their 
enterp2ifed Tourney:wherein was muͤny alaunceb2oken, 
and many a knight calf to the grounde, by the valiauncie of 
the two couragious knightes Dom Ferrand of Noz waie, æ 
his coſin Dom ¶Graudilaor, wheron many did penaunce, and 
that greate,fo2 th) daies ſpace after. And the two Defen⸗ 
dauntes gained muche fanour of many knightes , whiche 
there acquired hate and diſdaine, in recompence of their 
Dames. Fon there was founde but one, whiche was not a⸗ 
mourous , and in Loue, called Dom Cillant of Barta ge, who 
was of the number of the twelue couragtious knightes of 
Greate Bzitain,moſte hardie and cunnyng in his weapon, 
but in Juſtes hee was caſte doune to the yearth by Dom. 
Grandilaor , after the bzeakpng offower Staues, without 
remoupng bimſelfe:but at the fifte he was diſhoꝛſed where⸗ 
with hee was ſo chaffed and angred, that hee woulde not 
perfoꝛme the decrees of the game. TUhiche thyng Grandi 
laor ſeeyng, ſaied to hym: Knight, will ye not goe kiſſe the 
Rynges and feete ofthe Ladies, as it was acco2ded befoze 
wee came to the Juſtes, the one againſte the other : No, aun 
ſwered Dom Gillam: fu J am not bofive to doe that againſt 
my will.

whiche was not farre diſtaunte from thence, where we will 
leaue hym foꝛ a while, tu tel you what hapened tothe young 
Gerileon, whom wee haue lefte a ſleepe vnder a Tree in the

Ox#ris a Ladie of the Fayries, who hauyng taken the 
forme of a Phaiſante, had ledde aſtraie the little Geri 
leon in the Forreſte, ſente twoo faire Nymphes Na. 
iades to ſeeke hym, who kepte their reſidence ina 
goodly Fountain, which was in thewooddes of Cy- 

pres, the whiche Nymphes brought hym within a 
gorgeous palaice where ſne remained, and laied him 
to reſt vpon a bed: from the whiche after that he was 

ariſen, the Faierie ſent hym by er Damoxelles into a 

gaie garden, wherein was the fountaine of the Na- 

iades, who ſeyng hym ſo faire, made hym greate en- 
tertainment, and with this plea ſure and contents 
mente, ſne nouriſhed hym long. 
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Ho ſo ſhall chaunce to reade the 
#1 rontentes ofthe Chapiter afoze- 
dof 8 gopng,perchaunce maie be much 

N 4 2 amazed in that the pong Heralean 
remained ſo long a ſleape within 
bs Fodede, where we lette bym: 
FI whereof thei might haue iuſte oc⸗ 

A 4 ” a caſion, if ſa it had ſtoode, that he 
os been chere reſtdent vntill the 
— as the Autene Bellizerme would haue flaine 
her ſelf . But the hiſtozie ſaieth, chat after he had remained 
chere the ſpace ot an ho wer, ſurpaſſed with a pꝛofounde and 
fo:getfull ſleape: there were twoo faire Mypbes ( of thoſe 
commonly called Naiades, which dwelled and had their ha⸗ 
bitations, within a faire Fountaine, which was in the mids 
deſt of a little woodde of Cipʒus, at the ſide of the Fozefte, 
wherein none durſte enter, whatlſoeuer. Foꝛ that that thoſe 
whiche therein entted, were tranſfoꝛmed into ſaluage bea⸗ 
ſtes, by the enchauntmente of a Faterie names Oz#:s, ho 
was Dame and Miſtreſſe, aſwell of the woodde of Cipzus, 
and at the Fountaine, as alſo of the Nymphes whereofwee 
Fake ( whiche by her commaundemente came quickly, to 
take the little youch in place where he flept., and without a⸗ 
wakpng,dzought hym into the faireſt Caſtell, that euer one 
could name, wherein the Fairie Oz bad her reſidence: 
and when thei had bzoughthym on this ſozte they put bym 
in a chamber, the moſte faire that might bee imagined, and 
couched hym uppon the fatreſt and coſtlieſt hedde of the 
-wozide (if wee maie ſaie ſo ). Foz the Faierie had with her 
onnue handes wought , and framed all the furniture, and 
garniſhementes ofthe ſame , of themolte riche and faire 
uffe then to bee founde. 
And after that they had put hym to refte, at his eaſe. on 
this Manner, he ſo.rematned moze then an hower, wit haut 
ngbut alter a while whẽ he opened his eyes, he wo 
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ſo traſpo2ted with admiration, and rauiſhed with maruell: 
that he knew not what to thinke:not fa that he found hym 
ſelfe now out of the wood where he was afoze aſleepe,(foz 
why he wiſhed not to be there,) but to ſee ſuche ſtoꝛe ofſub. 
ſtaunce, rare riches and pleaſaunte Pictures painted, and 
piccht within that Chamber: whiche curioullie too cons 
template (without care either to retourne to the Fozreſte 
Chaſe, oꝛ home to his Pother in that thereofhe had no re 
garde) he ſetled hum ſelfe ſoftlie ta diſcende from of the hend. 
whereon he laie, and ſetting hande on ſide (as they ſaie)be⸗ 
ganne to walke along the Chamber, earneſtly vewyng the 
walles ofthe ſame, wher at he was aſtonied to ſee ß purtra- - 
ture wherwith it was emboliſhed & decked muche magnift- - 
cenclie.Fo2.the Fayrzethere had framed the faireſt Tables 
and beſt made, that euer the excellent Painter Apellet, had 
poztrated. And amongeſt the reſte, the Effigie of. Vers, 
whiche he had begonne befoze his death, which neuer none 
durſt pꝛeſume to ſiniſh, but only our Painter which the £4 . 
rir had in her ſocietie,farre ſurpaſſing him: who had fo ads 
o2ned it with lively curioſitie of coulours, that in ſeepng. 
the ſame, one woulde haue affirmed it altue, Jn contempla⸗ 
tion of the lame, reſted the little young Ger/conſoraut- 
ſhed with maruell, that hee was in doubt whether it were 
painted o2alige, couloured 02 quicke, ſeaceles oz, ſenſiue: 
whereupon hee was at laſte determined to aſke her what 
the did here: and eſpipng enteryng the Pall, a Damozell 
apparelled like a Myphe, who appꝛaaching neere ta hym, 
tooke him by the hand, and led him into a great Pall, where 
ſhe gaue hym to eate and dꝛinke ol maſt fine victualles, and 
wines pleaſaunter and ſweeter, then the verie Anbroſia 
o Nectun it ſelfe, mich whiche the Gods (as Poettes faine) 
fede themſe lues in heauen. Wherof he was ſa well apaide, 
and ioyous, chat hee did naught bucſkipped, daunced and 
courſed along che hall, when as there entered a Damazell 
dzeſſed in ſumptuaus aparell, being of ſurpaſſing beautie e 
Rs | Hill. FBrate 
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grace ofcountenaunce,aboue the reft:whom the youth ha: 
uing eſcried, ſaluted wich humble reuerence, and haſting 
bouldly to embꝛace her, ſaide to her: Padame, will vou doe 
as I door, and take ſome repaſt here with mee: J will giue 
vou ſuch bꝛead as I haue here in my hande, better J beleue 
then euer you taſted of. Thenthe Dame (whiche was the 
Fairie O⁊irit) taking him betweene her armes, kiſſed him 
moſt amourouſliy, ſaiyng:wanton, and wil vou not remaine 
with mee ſtill + yes foxſooth Madame ( ſaid he) and whicher 
Hall J goe then 


ſpeare andſwozde,whiche is good fo2 me, and ſome dartes, 
and houndes to hunte withall inthe Foꝛeſte: Truelp my 
Sonne(ſaied the Fatcrie)you ſhall haue all this and moe, 
and then ſhe made her Damozell to take hyni,who led hym 
to walke in a faire garden: wherein beyng come, he began 
curiouflie to vewe # behold, the ſundꝛie ſhewes of wozkes, 
wherewith che plottes of the ſame were finelie enterlaced, 
and couered with all kinde of good hearbes, whiche conti⸗ 


nually kept their naturall verdure and greeneneſle: and of 


faire flowers ſo odoziferous and ſweete , that it was a ſin⸗ 
gular ſolace to ſmell them, and a paſſyng pleaſure to bee- 
holde them. And after that hee had a long while ſuruewed 
them, the Damozelles houlding him by the hande, brought 
him to the bꝛimme ot a faire Fountaine, the whiche conti⸗ 
nuallie caſte vppe water by moꝛe then twelue Conduites, 
whiche wattered all the Garden, paſlyng ſo pleaſauntly by 
an infinite number of galaunt rivers, that with their mur⸗ 
muring fal, thei gaue great reioycement and recreation to 


the eares ofthe hearers.Within this ſame were che Nim- 
phes Naiader, Miniſters of Madame Ozy75, the faireſt of 


whom (who was called gie) tame and — the Inkant 
betweene her armes, and killed hymmo1e then athouſande 


tymes. The youth finding her faire in perfection, milliked

But liſten:pou muſte giue me a little hoꝛſe, and a pꝛetie 
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her Alablaſter boſome,rekiſſed her ſtill iu ſuche ſoꝛte, that 
the others then beyng deſirous of ſuche wantonnes, came 
ſwiftly co catche hym fromchole ſweete Armes of hers, co: 
uered with a litle creſpe faſtened there, thzough, whiche 
there appeared a Skinne ſurpaſſing the Snowe in white⸗ 
neſſe. One ofthe whiche, bound vpon his head a Noſegaie 
of Azure coulour:another a purple flower, the thirde gaue 
hym a gallant Shirte , compoſed and wzought with her 
pꝛoper handes, che beſt that could be made, To be ſhozte, J 
knowe not, neither can J well diſcloaſe to pou, oꝛ here re · 
count the half ( without thereon employing too long time) 
al the ſingularities either of the Garden and Fountaine, a⸗ 
fozeſaide, oʒ ofthe multitude of contentmentes and pleaſu⸗ 
res, whiche the Nimphes cooke in dalliaunce with this li- 

tle demy God: Aſſuring you, that if he had beene ſomewhat 
moꝛe of ſtature, he had become an huſband to ſome of them. 
Fo? they loued hym ſo well, that they could neuer contente 
chemſelues without his company. And J duely deeme that 
the Goddeſſe Ci herea, neuer loued ſo the Sonne of C3nara, 
King of Cyprus nnd NMirrba, as theſe Nuuoundec cheriſhed 
this litle youth Gerileon, who dured a long ſeaſon with (6- 

lace and delites in this terreſtial Paradice, afoꝛe he had oc⸗ 
caſion of miſliking a2 yzkeſomnes any waie. Foz if he were 
not in the Garden inthe company ol the NVaiades , hee was 
in the pallace peruſing ſome pleaſaunt oz pzofitable booke 

of Hyſtozies, ot the Marres of the Grecians, Troiaus and 
Nomaines, as ) Iliades of Hamer, the : Eneides of Virgill. the: 
Commentaries of Ceſar, 0) ſome ſuche like, 02 elles he ſkir⸗ 
miſhed againſt ſome one: fo there was the faireſt place foʒ 
that purpoſe in all the woꝛbd, oꝛels he occupied himſelf in 
woods, ſomewhiles to aſſaie himſelle to ſit an Hoꝛſe, which 
he guided ſo well as was poſſible, oz els to purſue the pꝛc⸗ 
tie Birdes, with abzave Silyer Bowe, whiche the Nim- 
phes had geuen hym, hauyng his Quiuer well garnithed: 


with Arrowes, wherwith he could well behave n | 
| er 
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ther after the Hare 62 Harte, wilde Boare o2 other Bea of 
the pꝛaie, were hee neuer fo fierce : ant quitte himſelfe ſo 
well with the helpe ofhis Houndes (all which: v ere moſte 
expert inthatexployt ) that there was noe Parte lo ſwifte, 
no: Rocbucke ſo nimble inthe courſe, to whom with ſmall 
purkuite he gaue not the ouerthꝛowe. 
And there was neither Beare , no? wilde woode Boare, 
whom after hauyng ſettled mofte ſharpe aſlaultes with his 
 Arowes,oz Dartes)he made not takTbyflight, oz left not 
ſtretched ſtarke dead vpon the Graſle.Jn ſo muche that one 
dale as he went to hunt in the Forreſt,halowpng his houn⸗ 
des with his Hoꝛne of Puozie, hanging aboute his Necke, 
moſt finely w2ought and wꝛapped in a Scarffe, with riche 
Chaines of Golde there rowſed a ſierce Lion, which at the 
noyſe of the hone iffued out of a Thieket: whom he hauing 
ſeen, endeuoured to ſtrike hym with a mightie Dart, which 
he helde in his hande: but the Lyon ( whiche is the moſt no⸗ 
ble and gentle of all other beaſtes ) began in ſigne ol humi⸗ 
lit ie to encline his head doune to the earth, pacyng ſoftly 
towardes hym, came to kiſſe hym, & with greate fauour to 
licke his feete, and to fawne vppon hym, as though hee had 
been euer accquatnted with hym. The Youth without anye 
aſtoniſhment ſeeing hym ſo meeke and humble, without 
doyng hym any harme, tooke hym by the eare, and led hym 
to warde the Caſtle, to the place where the Faierie was, to 
whom hee ſatde : Madame, ſee J pꝛaie you what a kinde of 
Dogge J haue founde in the Foꝛreſt.

them. Then che youth without ſaipng to her any moze, re- 
| tourned 
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tourned into the Fo2reft, where hee had left his Houndes: 
whom he founde devouring a greate Harte which they har 
taken, and had welnere eaten vp:but the Lyon whiche fol⸗ 
{owed him then and euer after,terrifipng and making them 
flee from about the pzaie, deuoured the reſte inlefle then an 
hower. Such was lite which the yolig youth Gerileo led 
in his Infancie inthe compagnie ot the Fairie Oziris and 
her Nimphes Naiades, with all the honeſt entertainement 
and exerciſe, mette and decent to a young Infant, wel bozne 
t illued from ſa noble aſtocke as he was: whom we will let 
paſſe there in ſuch ſoꝛt certeine peres ot his Adolefcencie; 
to retompt vnto you that which happened to king Florida- 
mant his father, after that he was deliuered from Pꝛiſon, 
and by what meanes he eſcaped thence. 

By what meanes the Kinge Floridamant was delivered 


from priſon inthe red Caſtell, for cauſe of whoſede.. 
linerance and ariuall;were apointcd luſting & Tour- 
neis, wherein the King himſelfe bare awaĩe the rice:

IUho ſeyng her come comfo}tlefſe and (ad fo2 ſoꝛrow 
though che Foꝛreſt, helde hym ſelfhid behinde abulhe , to 
marke what ſhe would ſaie,and to ſe what ſhe pꝛetended to 
perpetrate. And nat to giue caule ofabaſhment to the Rea- 
der in this aduenture, but to giue ym to vnderſtande how 
the ould come then thether with ſuche opoꝛtunit ie, ſeyng 
that ( as we haue afoze ſaid)he was in the pꝛiſon of the trai 
to AMAino foll, how it came to paſſe we will ſhewe. It is to be 
vnderſtanded, that che redde Caſtle wherein he was empꝛi⸗ 
ſoned, was builded ( as you haue atoꝛe hearde ) by the En⸗

his abode there about pᷣ ſpace of fiftene oz ſixtene daies, not 
without great Jop of all his Barons, Knightes, and other 
Subiectes, and chiefly alſs ofthe Pꝛinces Huber: of Scot: 


Jande.and Dorian of Spaine, who were at — 
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he ariutd, he went to the Citie, into the whiche he entred 
moſte roially and mag niſict᷑tly:where were in ſigne of ioye 
adjefled Juſtinges & Tournets,foz the lone of ladies, wher⸗ 
in it is not to bedoubted if the Scottiſh e Spaniſhe P21n- 
tes gaue not cleare tiſtimonie to the Moꝛthies ofGreate 
Bꝛitain, of their haughtie chiualrie, in that there was none 
whom thet pitched not out of their S adelles, te take their 
meaſure on the grounde, and that was the kyng Ferrand of 
Normaie, whomthe valiant Pꝛince Hubert dilhoiſed after 
che bꝛeache ot vj. Speares, and at che vij.thzewe him to the 
ground: he wbeit, not without ſtreinyng hxuulelkto fozſake 
the Stiropes. And the ponge Grardilaor allo after hauyng 
hardelte aſfaied to abbate and beate doune t he Pzince of 
Spaine, was fozced to kiſſe the grounde hym ſelk, in his 
owne pꝛoper perſone, tothe no ſmall griefe ofthe Damo- 
zell Antixiliane, who was thereof noe leſſe abaſhed then 
the Queene Zel/:zexve was glad and topous , when as ſhe 
ſawe the kyng F/oridamanr, Who beholdyng all the knigh⸗ 
tes ſo beaten doune by twoo ſtraũgers, came in Pabite and 
bharnes unknowen to aſlaie them bothe, the one after the o⸗ 
ther; neuertheleſle not without greate vifficultie and bꝛea⸗ 
king of many ſpeares, Which knightes not knowyng him 
whiche had them ſo hardly handled, deſired to come to tom⸗ 
bate at the ſharpe, excuſing them ſelues by the feeble wea- 
rines ot their Hoꝛſes. But the king ( ol whole paſlung pꝛo⸗ 
wes chei were nothyng ignoꝛaunte) beyng diſtouered and 

knowen, thei ceaſſed and moderated their maruaile and

nyng the veile ofthis baſhfulneſle, and ſurmoũtyng his ſhi⸗ 
ueryng feare, whiche to hym ſemed a ſtaie, oz let, in giuyng 
reſte aud appeaſement, to his diſmeaſured Marty wome, he 
determined ( chaunte hat chaũte might) ſeyng ſa palſyng 
an vpoztunitie, to trie the watche, vnderſtande if he were 
ſo well beloued ot her, that he might obtaine any medicina⸗ 
ble ſalue to recure his maladie. And beginnyng wa voice 
enterrupted, with manp ſobbes andſo:rowfuli ſighes, halk 
tremblyng foꝛ feare, like him whiche is put in place of iud⸗ 
gemente, to att ende cither his totall deliuery, o finall ende 
ok his life and miſerie:ſaied to her on this ſozte: 
Padame, not of power to ſuppoꝛt (without haſtenyng of 
**-mplafte hence departure) the cruell Partyzdomes;and pi- 
** tifullpaſſions,whiche dooe ranſacke and aff lia inteſſaunc⸗ 
ie my pooꝛe harte, euer ſince firſt thepeareyngſparcies,of 
friyng fire. whiche come from out of thoſe twoo cleare Co⸗ 
** metes,wherewich your face is fur niſhed and aboꝛnen, ma⸗ 
Ayng waie through the windowes ofmpnevnaduiſed eyes, 
began to bꝛoile, and eonſume, hy litele & little, in fucheſv1e; 
that windyng me to wander, from reaſou ( which onelpma- 
eth difference betwixte bzuite beaſtes, and manne) and to 
** fo2get all garde and refpect due to pour grace: J am enloꝛ· 
ted, to make my peticion to von, it pꝛeſumyng ot᷑ pour paci⸗ 
ente, and of the opoꝛtunitie whiche pꝛeſently offreth it ſelt 
*" to {et pou vnderſtande that, whiche till now i haue kept ſe⸗ 
** crete from vou, it maie therefoje pleaſe you, excuſpng mp 


"* preſumption,and raſhneſle,not to take it againſt harte, if a 
. baue ouer boldlie anuaũced my ſelf corequire you,that your 
.. wouldnoc with yzkelome o; lochlome dil daine, aup lon« 
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ger deny me that, whicheonely maiereſfo1e to me againe, 1 
the one halt of my life:pzoteſtpng that leauing here inpour -- 
cuſtadie, the other moitie, you ſhall bee reputed the moſte » » 
cruell, and vncourtuous Damozell that liuech in ſo reiec. 
tyng my ſuite. But as he was purpoſed copzocedve further 
herein, beginnyng to let fall Riuerſe ok bꝛackiſhe Teares, 
krom his weepyng eyes: ſhe cutte of his complaint, by theſe 
Woozdes. 

DSegniour Grad-/aor(ſaied ſhe) I am aſtonned, and dvoe 
muche marueile and muſe, how pou haue dared to thinke, 
conſideryng the amitie, and ample loue, whiche pou affirme 
to beare me, oz at leaſte wile⸗ as J beleue) pou make appa- 
rante by your deceiptfull,and Crocoviliſhe ceares,tomint* 
ſter to me ſuche matter: and nat to other ende as Ithinke, 
thẽ co betraie and deceive me. oz (aſter hauyng by your glo⸗ 
rious ſwete language, bereft and robbed me ofthat,whiche- 
all the woꝛlde can not once reſtoꝛe)to addzeſſe pour ſcoffes 
at mp greate follie, in ſa ſone relentyng to pou, vpon the re⸗ 
queſte, whiche you make to me. Fo2 well I knowe, chat pou 
menne haue pour affections ſo light,. that there needech not 
but one ſmall blaſte of winde, oz any uther obieit (although 
leſſe then that whereof you talke of) to make pou chaunge 
and tranſpoꝛte theim thether and hether,to ſerue their pꝛe⸗ 
ſente tournes and commoditie accodyngly, as you naw 
pꝛetende of vs. Mherefoꝛe I hartiy pꝛaie vou, not to take 
it ſtraunge ly, it ( fo theconſcruation of my O onour. which 
J haue in greater pꝛice, not onely then ot your paſſions and 
diſtreſſes, but alſo of my pꝛoper life) you bee denied, and ſuf⸗ 
fer the repulſe of the thynges, whereof you demaunded 
me. Fo2 J loue better, that with myne Ponour;FJbe demed 
(as ou determine) ſeuere and ceuril, then with myne infa⸗ 


mie (loſyng that whiche ſo charely Jſhould keepe) tuo bee 
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had in the reputation of an diſoꝛdinate ODamazelt, and a 
Paide ok infamous life. 


rs reylie when He had ſo finiſhed,chepooze Pati: 
chte; 
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ente. hearyng ſo harde a ſentence on hym p2onounced, ſtode 
ſio troubled with yꝛe and annoye, that it the maiden had not 
taken hym by the hande, and ledde hym into her chamber, to 
repoſe hym felf, J beleue he would haue ſodainly ſounded 
befoꝛe albthe Companie. But while theſe thynges were a 
doyng. I muſt teit you that che king was no leſle idle in kif- 
ſyng his Queene Peixenns: Foz as he daunced with her, 
thei ſo mutually beheld, and caſt ſuch glauncing lookes the 
one tothe other, with ſuch mme y wiete countenaunce, that 
the dimmeſt ol ſight, might well haue deemed , what deſire 
they had ol ᷣ ioye.which ſo lũg had been reidurned.

ter to the kyng Belligent of Fraunce, hath ſeute me to you; 
fo2 that ſhe vnderſtodde that you were in this Courte, co 
pꝛeſent vnto you on her behalfe,comendattons tcondigne to 
your highneſſe: and alſo this letter ( ſaied he. giuyng hyma 
paper whiche he helde in his hande) the whiche beyng reav 
I pꝛaie pou to diſpatche me right ſone, that I mate with vi⸗ 
ligence, returne accoꝛdyng to her commanaidement. Then 
the Pres Domian, not without chaungeof coullout and 
countenaunce, hauing taken and read the letter to hymſelt, 
founde it thus in tenour and effecte, 
The Ladie eA marillas letter. 

J wauld neuer haue thought ( Lozde Dorian) that ſa 
much infidelity and diſcourteſie, as I knowe now to ronſiſt 
in pout had found place of reſidence, oʒ dwelled in a knight 
ſo noble and valiaunte, as I haue fill reputed, and eemed 
you, vntillthis tyme, that ſeeyng euidentiy twos imper⸗ 
fections lo greate, to bee poſſeſſed in you, that foxgettyng 
the leruente amitie, whiche you to mee pꝛoſeſſed, and like:

from the unperfection ol your iudgemente. The which fer⸗ 
lyng too ſodainly and violently, a certaine appnehenſiomot 
loue (that you haue ſo oftẽ p2eached her beaut te. hero the 
ſoner to deceiue mee, you ſaide J was furniſhed, had ſu ſoꝛe 
enflamed you, p as pou made W 
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night noꝛ date , But ſone is the ſame flowen awate, and the 
tractes therofdefaced out of pour memoꝛp, by the ſight poſ- 
ſible offoame obiece , whiche hath been moze agreable vaco 
you. And this lengch oftyme bp you pꝛotracted and neglec- 
ted(withoue ſeyng me, after pour departure, whẽ pou went 
towardes her. whiche is cauſe of pour long abſence)maketh 
me to thinke and ſuppole, and vnderſtande that you feinyng 
to ſecke out ( wherewith as with a ſacke you would couer 
your ſelt) Floridamant kyng of Greate Bꝛitaine, are pꝛeſen⸗ 
tly in his caurt. MNherevpon J haue with greate diligence, 
and at the deceaſe ot che kyng my Father, addꝛeſſed this 
meſſenger to bꝛyng vnto pou this letter, thereby to burden 
vou with the fault, wherein not vnrighely you are culpable, 
i incontinentely you come not towardes her, who reſteth 
attendaunt fo2 pour arriuall, that then ſhe maye heare pour 
excuſes and iuſtiſications in this cale.

The readyng ofthis Letter, ſo pinched the Pꝛince Dori · 
an, that he could not abide to ſtate che reſte of the daie in the 
court ot king Floridamant, hut incontinently mountyng on 
Pozſebacke, and takyng leaue ofthe King and Quene, who 
fain would. but could not ſtaie hym, he isur neyed ſtraight to 
Gault warde, to her whom he ſo loued: accompanied onely 
with che Page whiche had brought hym the Letter, and his 
Squire: But in this point the Þiltozie ſpeaketh not any 
moꝛe ot hym but that in a while after, he eſpouſed the Ladie 
eAmarille,by whom the ſirſte pere ofhis Pariage, he had a 
Daughter named ¶Angeliana, the beſte featured in ſingula⸗ 
ritie of heautie, that was ot her tyme in the woꝛlde, excepte 
faire Porphiria, Daughter to the Emperour of Conſtanti⸗ 
naple: and ſhoꝛtely after was crouned kyng of Spaine, by 
the deceaſe of his father. Uherefoꝛe we lette hym reſte and 


raigne in his kyngdome peaceably and kyng n 
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allo, vnt ill ſuche tyme as occaſion ſhall put vs in mynde, to 
ſpeake mote of theim. Foz that, the dearlyng ofthe Faierie 
ſtaieth too long in the Caftle of the woodd of Cres, whiche 
bꝛgeth vs to p2oduce hym fozthe into the ſteldes. 


The Youth Gerileon, being come to the age of fiftene or

I mate finde ie alt reavie, 
when it behoueth me to departe, and allo what Squire you 
will that J haue. Then the Fairle tos ke the Lion, whiche 
the pouth had founde in the Fozefte;whicheas then laie fle- 
pyng vnder the Table like a Dogge, and recityng certain 
wooꝛdes of Enchauntemente; and annointyng hym with a 
kinde of licour whiche ſhe had, ſhee cauſed hym to receive 
the fozme ot a youthfull manne of twentie yeres of age, oꝛ 
there about. And pou muſt vnderſtand, chat this was Ge/as 
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Ae the Joplie, Squire to the Queene Be/hzenre, who in 
ſearchyng the pouth Gerileon at firſte, when he loſte hymſelf 
in the TWoodde of Cipzes was by the Faierie, chaunged 
from his firſte fozme, into the likeneſſe of an hideous Lion, 
and had without waxyng olde, in anye wiſe, remained ſo 
till that time:followyng viſually che youth into euery place 
like as the Dogges allo, to the chaſe: herein he killed 
multitudes of wilde beaſtes . Pe alſo had the ſame apparell 
whiche the other had. when he was firſt Petamo2phoſed,o2 
rather (if it be not lawful to empaire the Grecke language) 
to ſaie better, when as he chaunged his firlte ſhape, At this 
thyng bothe the Pouthe, and alſo the pooze Squire muche 
maruailed. Foz the Squire remembꝛed ok nothing paſte, no 
moꝛe then as if he had been but euen then bozne; notwiths 
ſtandyng that hee was the ſame, and had like Senſe as hee 
But the Fairie addꝛeſſyng her ſpeache to the Nouth, aid 
to hym: My freende, ſee here is now the Squire, whiche J 
meant to giue to pou fo? ſeruaũt, when vou bʒought him to 
me at the firſt:æ you Geliaſte(ſaid ſhe to the Squire) ſeæ here 
your Loꝛde and Maiſter, whõ J will that you ſerue, and ac⸗ 
cõpanie in all that. wherein he ſhall haue neede, and through 
all places where he ſhall paſſe. Now ( mozeouer ſhe ſaied) 
vou want nothyng moze but Hozſe & Harneſſe. And takyng 
hym by the haude, ſhe ledde hymouer the ſteppes, whiche 
ſtoodeagainſt a baſe Court, wherein when thei were came 
dotne,the Youth ſawe che moſte gallant, bꝛaue, greate, and 
beſte made Poꝛſe that ener man ſawe, ſince the death of BY. 
cephall kyng Alexanders Hoꝛſe the Greate; of whoſe kinde 
and bꝛeede the Faierie had ſo wꝛought, that ſhe had recoue⸗ 
red this of aſtraunger Theſſalion called Philonicus: who of 
twoo faire Hoꝛſes whiche he had, ſolde the onecokyng 41. 
lexander fo; thirtene Calentes, that is Bucephall, and this 
whereof wee ſpeake, tothe Faterie Ovi fox eightene, 
Whiche was called Lycocephall, fo that * be had 1 his 
| | A.]. oꝛe⸗ 
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ſhould chaunce hym there, becauſe it cutte what ſoeu er it 
came nere, yea, Enchaunted Arm9ur alſo as J hate a- 
afoze lated) and whiche was woz2ſe,it was in the cutovie of 
one, whiche could better vſe it, then any knight, as then in 
wozlde . She had alſo greate feare, leaſte any ſiniſter acci⸗ 
dentes ſhould happen vnto him. by the meanes of any Pꝛon 
Launce Enchaunted:againſt whiche, his Armoure, and o⸗ 
thers what ſoeuer, had no power to reſiſte: whiche was in 
polleſſion ot an other moſte bꝛaue, and valiaunte kuighte, 
Sonne to kyng Belbgent of Fraunce , called Diodamas, 
whiche was giuen to his ſaied facher thekyng of Frannce 
dy the noble kyng Brandiſinell, tu whom the Faierie Ox:7:s 
had made pꝛeſente thereok, at what tyme hefought with che 
mightie Staunte Perciuall. lherevpon ſhe aduertiſed the 
Pouthe , that he ſhould endeuour to get bothe the Swozde 
and Launce, as ſone as he ſhould be made knight. Who ak 
ter that he had thanked che Faiery,fo all this faire # riche 
furniture, whiche he gaue in cuſtodie to his Squire, he re- 
tired ſtraight wates thence, by reaſon that the darkeſome 
night, beganne as then to chaſethe bꝛightſome Date,from 
gut of the Celeſtiall Pannour,to the ende to take his reft, 
that he might the ſoner bee ſtirryng inthe next Pozupng. 


The youthe of the Faierie, departed with his faire and 
gracious Faierie Ozzris, to go toward the Emperour 
of Conſtantinople , who gaue hym the order of 
Knighthoode : and the Ladie Porpheria gotte hym 
with his Sworde : whiche dooen, he would haue de- 
parted, to haue ſought ſtraunge aduentures in Great 
Britaine, but the Emperour auailed fo with his wor- 
des that he ſtaied hym,and made hym to promiſe to 
tary fiſtene daies in his ſeruice, lay a lat chaun- 


ced to hym, whiche you ſhall hereafter heare.

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RVE it is (Noble Lozdes and La: 
dies) that whatſoeuer greate heauines 
and deſire offleepe he haue, whiche fee- 
RY .< ieth in his head the Hammer of ſome 
greate Affaires of his owne: Oo is it, 
that the reit and tranquillitie of Sen⸗ 

ſes are bereftehpm (yea although his 
good) by the pleaſaunte detention ofthe 
ſame. Foꝛ the Pouthe of the Fairies, ( haupng withdza⸗ 
wen hym ſelfe into the Chambers, after his Parneſſe 
whiche OY ric had giuen hym) was b2onght in thither, he 
lated hym full ſoone in his bed: where he beganne to ſleepe 
well fo2 a while, thinkyng to riſe befoze date the next moz⸗ 
nyng, accoꝛdyng to his earneſt deſire. But ſcarce had he re: 
mained the ſpace of one hower, in the fo:getfulnes ofthys 


now bꝛoade daie, beecauſe of the greate glimeryng ofthe 
Moone, which entred into his Chamber by the windomes 
ofthe ſame ( whiche he had ol purpoſe lefte open) he haſtelie 


called his Squire, whiche was laide in another Chamber 


next to his, to looke if Mournyng as yet in any wiſe apea- 


red: and cauſed hym to cloathe hymſelf to watche ( and ſo to 


aduertiſe him, when the daie began to dꝛawe neere:expꝛeſſe⸗ 


ly eniopnyng hym not to faile to aduertiſe hym thereof in⸗ 
continently, and herevpon ſent hym into che ſtable to dꝛeſſe 
and make ready his Poꝛſe, againſt his ſpeedy departure all 
whiche , he did willyngly. But whileſt he was aboute the 
ſame, the Youthe not able to leepe , did nought but ponder 
and pꝛemeditate with hym ſelf, how and in what ozderhe- 


ould demaunde his knighthode of the Emperour of Cd- 
fantinople, and what condigne thankes he ſhould yeld him. 


after the receipt ofthe ſame . But aſlone as he had builded 


anpe faire Bulwarke howe to atchine the lame, it was

fleepe, but that he awaked: and ſuppoſing that it had beene 
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ſtraight waies ſtriken out of his minde, by the intention of 
ſome other to hym ſeeming better. And in this cogitation 
abode he ſo long, that Ge/iaſte was retour ned from the ſta⸗ 
ble ; whom a newe he cauſed to ſet open the Windowes, to 
beholde if the glimmeryng light of Cynthia woulde as yet 
depart and geue place, in the Celeſtiall vaute ofthe Pour⸗ 
nyng ſkie, Meſſenger of her Bꝛother PHabus. But he aun⸗ 
ſwered hym, noe, (becauſe of the greate deſire that he had to 
feepe) although Aurora began as then to ware red:whiche 
bought to palle that the Youthe , and likewiſe his pooze 
Squire fell both a ſleepe, till ſuche tyme that the Sunne, 
was well eleuate from the Indian Regions, and began to 
caſt his Rates vpon their faces. Whereof Ge/iaFe whiche 
in his Cloathes was couched vpon a little ſtelde bed in his 
Maiſters Chamber, beyng firſt awaked, runne halfe a ſlepe 
as hee was, to awake the Pouthe: who muche blamed hym, 
that he had not doen it afoze tha; but he ſware to hym by his 
honeſtie, that he had called hym twoo howers ſince: but be» 
cauſe of his ſound ſlepe, he had ſuffered him to reſte ſtill:and 
better to cõſirme his ſaiyng.he ſaid that he had well broken 
his faſt, and dzunken a good Cuppe of white Mine whiche 
was geuen hym. Wherefoze the Youthe blamyng his too 
muche fluggiſhneſle,conuerced # tourned the anger on him 
ſelf. And taking in greate haſte his apparell,by che helpe of 
his Squire, was quickly cloathed and alſo harniſed. Than 
veſcendyng doune into the Halle, founde his bzeakefaſte all 
readie, where he had ſcarce either eaten oz dꝛunke, but he 
mounted vpon his bꝛaue hozſe Lycocephal, and his Squire 
vppon an other: c after leaue c congee taken of the Noble 
Fairie Oꝰyris, & ofthe faire Nazades, who at his departure 
wept and mourned bitterly, he departed and went ſtraight 
towardes the Poꝛte, where he founde a Barke full fraugh⸗ 
ted e appointed ready co paſſe, wherein whẽ he was embar⸗ 
Red, the Pilot launched fozth and hoiſte vp ſailes, the winde 
being to thẽ fauozable. And ſo thei paſſed ſtill W _ 
. | onet 
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Moneth, without any daunger of ſhipwzacke, oz any other 
tempeſte. At ende whereof they tooke Lande, in abhauen 
befo2e the Citie of Conſtantinople, late in an euening. And 
then when the Moznyng was come, the Pouch ofthe Fats 
ries bepng landed with his Squire Geliae, mounted on 
IDo:ſebacke all armed except his Head and Armes, whiche 
were adozned with verie faire and riche Garmentes, 
wente on ſtreight towarde the Pallace ofthe Emperour, 
whiche as then was at Deuine ſeruice:and therefoꝛe he re⸗ 
mained on hozſebacke ſtill in the Courte, attendyng to ſee 
his comming krom out of the Chapell, not without geuing 
greate occaſon of aſtoniſhmente, to many Knightes and 
Gentlemen there walking, who tooke greate pleaſure to 
beholde the ſingular grace and incomparable beautie of 
the Youthe:and by his onely looke and pleaſaunt grauitie, 
thei iudged that he was deſcended of ſome noble houſe, and 
full of manly courage (as in veritie there was nothyng o⸗ 
ther wiſe to their wenings, noꝛ cõtrarie to their eſperaũce) 
And whiles thei were thus buſie, to beholde him as it were 
with admiration, hee gaue twoo 02 thzee pꝛickes with his 
Spurres, tothe good Hoꝛſe Lycocephal;who thereat bau⸗ 
tyng into the Apze with a marueilous might and nimble: 
nelle, ſoone ſente backe the beholders from his Paiſter: 
who were nowe moze aſtonnied at the goodneſſe of the 
Hozſe, and at the grace of the Knight, whiche had pꝛic⸗ 
ked hym. And duryng the while that hee thus dallied with 
his Hoſe, the Lady Porphiria, daughter to the Emperour, 
the goodlieſt and faireſt Gentlewoman, whiche euer was 
in the wozlde, was as then in one of the Gallaries of the 
Pallace, ouer againſte her Chamber: cakyng ſinguler 
greate pleaſure in contemplatyng of the Youthe of the 
Fairies, Df pleaſure ſothly( ſay J)fozſhenot able to ſatiſ⸗ 
fie her ſelfe with the ſight of his ſinguler beauty and grace, 
was ſo ententiue to behold the pointes and pꝛickes which 
afterwarde pearced her as you ſhall vnderſtande, that hee 
| leanyng; 
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leanyng and reſtyng on her two armes in the gallerie, was 
ſo rauiſhed with maruell and aſtoniſhe ment, that one would 
haue iudged ſome ſounde ſleepe, had ſealed her ſettled eyes: 
when as out ot her Chamber there iſſued out a moſte faire 
and pong Damozell called Harderina, whiche was daugh⸗ 
ter to the kyng of Hungarie, and Coſin to the Ladie: who 
with beauty and bzauitte of Graces, was as well endewed, 
as any other there to be founde in all Greece:onelie excep⸗ 
ting the Ladie Poryheria, who in al pointes glittered moꝛe 
perkea, not onely befoze her, but alſo befoze all other which 
were vnder the cope ofheaue. Fo? J beleue that nature had 
expꝛeſſed in her, all the pꝛecious treaſures of perfect beau⸗ 
tie, the moſt rare and ſingular, that ſhe had in ſfoze from the 
beginnyng ofthe woꝛlde, ſo pꝛodigally and with ſuche cun⸗ 
nyng, that fince the memozie of manne, vnder heauen was 
neuer ſeene ſuche a peece of wooꝛke: were it that any other 
Ladies oꝛ Damozeiles (though full famous in Feature) 
chaunced to appꝛoache neere vnto her, one wouldhauedee- 
med chat Nature had diſpoyled them of their dewe and re⸗ 
quiſite beautte,fo2 to beſtowe it wholy on her:and that thet 
ſemed foule to ſhewe her mote ſingular faire and perfecte, 
And here it fozceth not to make compariſons with chat 
beautie ſo famous, whiche cauſed the vtcer ruine and ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe of pꝛoude Jin, with the deſtruction of the Troiane 
Kkyng, his childzen and ſubiectes, and muche leſſe, that, of the 
pompous pꝛoude Romaine, whom the Senate cauſed to bee 
canontzed:to couer her impudicitie. ea we maie imagine, 
that if the goddeſſe whom the Poetes faine to be mother to 
hym which cauleth vs loue had beene ſet by her, her beautie 
had had moꝛe light, then Diana hath ok clearneſſe, being av» 
ioygnaunte to her bꝛother Phebas , But what is it fo) me 
to amaze my ſelke here in deſcribyng of beautie, becauſe of 
her ineſtimable perfection: conſideryngy the moſt ſ kilfull 
in eloquence, and thoſe whiche haue the faculty to diſcouer 
with Fee Emphaſis (it ſo I maie ſape) and n

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of flowpng Phzaſes, ſhould be well wearied in vnwindyng 
this as it is woꝛthie, therefoze now let vs reclaime our di⸗ 

greſſions. The maiden Haderma ſeyng her faire coſin Por- 
p-yria (0 pzofoundlie penſiue, requeſted of her what ſhe ſa 
buſily behelde, who as it were newlp awaked out of a deade »» 
fleepe, ſaied thus ta her: Ipꝛaie pou deere Conſine marke. 
well this Douthe whiche is belowe, ifhe bee not ſingularly » » 
pꝛopoꝛtioned and of a paſſyng grace: and alſo ſkilfull, in ſo . 
gallantly guidyng his couragious Pozſe:verely Couſine, 
(anſwered the Maiden / vau ſaie well, know pou not whẽce . 


he is, oʒ what he would $J pꝛomiſe pou ſaied the Ladie, J 
neuer ſawe no} heard ot hym till nom. 3, 
Theſe and ſuche other ſmall communications had the 
twoo Maidens together, ſo long till at the laſte the Empe⸗ 
rour artued:who-commpng from out of his Chappel, ente⸗ 
red the greate Halle of his Pallace, hauyng in his Traine 
many bꝛaue Rnightes and Genclemenen, followpng hym. 
Mhiche thinges the gt̃tle vouth of the Fairie beholdpng, 
deſcendyng incontinent from his Pozſe, whiche he deliue⸗ 
red to keepe to his Squire, entered incontineueiꝝ after the 
reſte, and apperceiuyng the Emperour placed in his Impe⸗ 
riall Seige, to delcherate vpon certeine matters, he knee- 
Ayng humbly befoꝛe hym, ſpake on this maner. 
Moſte puiſaunte and moſte vertuous Emperoure, J.,; 
deeme vndoubtedly that pou and ſemblably all this noble , , 
Aſſiſtance. do greatly merueile, in that I haue lo temerart-, , 
ouſly, and vnreuerentely dared to pꝛeſente my ſelf pooze ,, 
ſoule, befoze the highneſſe of pour Jmperiall Maieſtie: ,

The Emperour who whileſt he 
thus ſpake, had his eies eares bent to regard # heare ſuch 
witty wozdes g ſo good a grace:taking him by the Armes, 
cauſed hym to ſtande vp beloze him, afoꝛe he had fully ended 
his ſpeache:knowpng euen by his pleaſaunt grauitie, that 

he could not choole but be come ofa good houſe t Pꝛincely 
race, æ gaue vnto hym this gracious aunſwere, Faire ſir e 

4 trend ot mine, although it were not true p your youth could 
«c not excuſe you, if (as contrarie it is) you had vſed any raſh: 
c« nes 02 temeritie in makyng to mee the requeſt whiche late

who ( whiles {thee did her deuoyze in this behalfe, muche 


maruetling at her miraculous beautie)was not ill conten⸗ 


was the next daie moꝛnyng, at what tyme hee came to pꝛe⸗ 


ted that the chiefeſt, faireſt # beautifulleſt Pꝛinceſſe vnder 


Veaut᷑, did vnto him ſo great a ſeruice. This vone:the Ems 


perour, who the mode he beheld him and ſaw him ſo garni ⸗ 


ſhed in all pointes, the moze he was willyng to wit, who he 


was, he required and aſked of hym his birthe, and the eſtate 
of his race and pꝛogenie. To whiche the pouch made a maſt 
ciuile aunſwere, that he was ofthe Realme of greate Butt- - 
taine, but ofnoneof his Parentes,. had he any knowledge: 
and that foꝛ this cauſe itmight pleaſe him to excuſe hym, 
ik he were conſtrained herein to kepeſilence:true it is(ſaid 


he) hat J know well, neither will J conceale it from you N 


(moſt noble Loe) that J was nouriſhed by a Fairie, who

ſent me towardes you ſo furniſhed as ve ſee, ꝶ ſhe is called 
Oryris. The Emperour who afozetime had heard talke k 


the Fairy. dermed e doubted that ſhe had kept hym foz ſome 
occaſion(as molt certaine it was) beyng pꝛocerded frũ the 
pꝛogeny ofthe noble kynges of Great Bꝛitaine, as ſhe had 
afozetime done by the vertuous king ( oridant, father to 
Brand iſieiſmhich was the ſtrſt extoller ofthat magnificent 
Realme, and much marueiled thereat. Neuertheleſſe with- 
out mote talke with hym, he commaunded ſome ofthe Aſſi⸗ 
ftauntes , that they ſhouldconduct hym into the Empꝛeſſes 
Chamdber;to paſſe foozthethe tyme with her Damozelles, 
and to dilcourfe wichtheim of many an honeſte amoꝛous

he had gotten out ofthe grounde, and all enraged, leaueled 

_ fucheablowe at bis head, that tf it had not light partly vp⸗ 

| .. PonhisGielv, he had been ann., 
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the blow was ſo greate, that it daſhed the ſhield fulLagain? 
his bare heade: in ſuche ſozte that it made adeepe wounde: 
pꝛouided iti{l; that the Clubbe fell out of the Glantes han · 
des agaiue: whiche when he wente to recouer, the Kaighe 
feelyng his blood, whiche he neuer befoze had ſeen, to runne 
a long his tender face, was ſo enraged that he had rather 
haue been deade, then not to bee revenged,ofthat outrage, 
And therevpon he ranne ſodainlie vnto Farclaſte, to whon 


(as he was holdyng his Clubbe in his lette hand, tu han 
wounded hym) he raught ſuche a rappe, that he cutte or the 
other arme Clubbe and all. Ahereat the Giaunte beeyng 
ma dde and euraged, xanne vppan hym, aud gaue hym ſuche 
a blowe with bis foote, chat he \mote hym tothe grounder 
neuerthelelle, he ſone roſe vpagaine , andeftfonesenroun- 
teryng the other Giaunte, whiche came afrethe cowardes 
hym, he lente hym luche a blowe on the croune ( leapyng lu⸗ 
ſtelie into p ayꝛe, foʒ otherwiſe he could not haue ven it) 
paſh?d it ſo ſo2e, that with the greate paine he felte thete⸗ 
bp, he fell doune and ſauned in the ſtelde. Then ſerpng hym 
ſelf as he thought , diſpatched ofthis fellow, he came to⸗ 
wardes the other, wha with greate blowes of his fete ſtüll 
a ſailed hym: but hee whiche well knewe howe muche they 
weighed, ſtartyng ſame what aſide , cutte ol one ok his leg⸗ 
ges tulte in the garteriag place: whereac the Giaunt felt 
to the grounde wherevpon the Knight appꝛochyng vnto 


hym, cutte of the other alſo, " 
Then he ſeeyng hymſelfe in ſo piteous eſtate, beganne to 
howle and crie like a Wolfe , repling and blaſpemyng all 
his Gods, i in this ſoꝛt bathing himſelfirhisownebloud, 
hee ended his miſerable life. The Rnight ſeepng hyiiſelfe 
in ſo ſhoꝛt ſpace to haue atchiued ſo great a victo2 te in van⸗ 
quiſhyng thꝛee ſo monſtruous Siantes and hʒinging their 
whole Crewe to ſuche extremitie: that they durſt not once 
open their mouthes to ſpeake one woꝛde ( foz that their go- 
uernours were thus flaine) after moſt devoutthankes ge⸗ 
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uen to Hod ( without whole grace he wel knewe that he nes 
uer could haue quelled thoſe Ponſters:) Pee tooke vp his 
Helmet whiche lay on the grounde;and went towardes the 
reſt ofthe Giantes Crewe and folkes that were pet aliue: 
with full purpoſe to deſtroye them all, becauſe of the gree· 
udus wound whiche hee had receiued in his head. But they 
ſeing bym come fiercely and furiouſly tomardes them, kne⸗ 
led all doune, and humbly beſoughthym of Pardon: pꝛeten⸗ 

ding koz tbem lelues, that ſith it ts a Seruauncesduecie to 
obeye his Paiſter (they being ſeruauntes to the Giantes, 

at whole char ges and coftes thei were kept and nour iſbed) 
could do no leſſe but accompliſh to their powers, their Þe» 
ſtes and Commaundementes : and chat it would pleaſe bim 


toparpo.chem,as perſons beyng without fault: fo that ( ſa⸗ 
upng onely fo2 their Paiſters willes) they would neuer 


«« haup,endamaged him. Noe, nue, ſaid the knight al enraged, 
e onemult notobaye their Patſter to doe euill, and muche 
c lefle.co al ze ok any, to ſuche ende: but you your ſelues

90 as they. tooke pleaſureto be in their company. 
« the 54 . * pour ſelues, mg the ſpoyle of poozepaſ; 
cc 7 87 wherefoze as Mimiſters of their wickedneſſe J 
will cauſe pou all to die:at whiche woꝛd he ſlewe one. which 
was hieft,becauſe(of a ſtuboꝛne minde) he would not knele 
downe. But ſeeyng all the others lo humble, that they nei 
ther fledde noz made other dekence, tonſideryng that it wag 
noe leſſe vertue foꝛ a man to vanquich and moderate his af- 
fections, and anger in ſuewyng hym ſelfe piteous and mer⸗ 
cifull towardes the vanquiſhed, then to ſhewe himlelfe har⸗ 
die and couragious to ouercome theim, as hee whiche was 
both courteous and kinde of nature: And knowyng, that it 
were no pꝛaiſt woꝛthy to deſtrope thoſe, which reſiſted not. 
Allaying (as they ſape)his wine with water, hee pardoned 
#tooke them to mertie louing lie, vpon conditton, that thei 
Hould after that tyme ffillhe at his comaundement, which 
thing w conumon * chey pꝛomiled him to fulfilt;This 
doen

dben,he ſent co ſeeke his Po2ſe;and mountyng vpponhym, 
he went towardes the Rocke, aſwell co deliver the Pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners therein as to applie ſome Plaiſter oz medicine to the 
wound in his head. Fo2 the doing whereof,be aſked if there 
were any amongeſt them, that was ſkilled in Chirurgerie 
whereto it was aunſwered, that chere was one amongeſt 
theim in that Arte moſt excellent, whiche accuſtomably did 
heale all choſe kuightes, whom che Giantes hauing woun⸗ 
ded would nat kill, hut famiſhe ta death in Pꝛiſon: whiche 
perſon had one kinde of Dpntmente , of ſuche vertue, that 
there was neuer ſo greate a wound, but therewith in tee 
daies it would be well healed, thꝛaughly cured as thougg 
it had neuer been. And how is he called ? ſaide the Knighte. 
he hath to name, maiſter Rabalon,aunſwered they againe. 
Then ſaide the Knigbt: needes muſte A haue hym foz m 
ſeruaunt, ſeeing he is ſo ſkilful, it in caſe he will like there⸗ 
of; Foz againſt his will I meane not ta conſtraine hym ta 
doe any thing. I thinke well ( laid one al the tcompanie) that 
he would rather bee with you, then with: the Giantes: fo 
they tooke hym perfo2ce from the Emperaur, beecauſe ok 
his greate cunning,and haue dealt wich hym verie vncour⸗ 
teouſly. And in ſo ſatyng;thep arriued in the Racke, whiche 
was ſtnely cut #carued within like vnta a Pallace, where ⸗ 
al the Pouch was greatly aſtonted. Feꝝ there were Halles, 
Chibers,Wardzopes both hie & lowe made, by great ſkill 
and induſtrie, whiche the Giantes had founded not longe 
atoze, when wich their huyge fozce, they had hallo wed the 
Nocke, which was merueilaus hard to kipe them in moꝛe 
ſaletie: and therein none entred but hy one onelp. Gate, 
although within, were moze then ſixtie, as well of Cham- 
bers as pꝛiſons, which all were hut vp with mighty keies. 
The whiche the knight taoke as ſoone as he was entered, 
hauyng found them vppon a Table, tyed all together with 
un huyge Chaine of yꝛun. which the Pozter had left there, 
fearing that the knight aſking foz him, and being * 
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of his wickevneſſe and cerueltie cowardes the ÞP1ifoners; 
woulde rewarde hym accozding to his deſertes, uke as his 
Maiſters weretand therefoze hid he himſelt, in a Caſte and 
darkeſome caue, vnder a Tunne where he was ſmothered, 
and ſo hee ended his wicked life. But hee ſoone founde the 
good Chirurgian Maiſter Rabalon: who at the entrie of 
che doo e crodehed donne humbly on his kne&,co deſire him 
of Pardon. The Pouch taking him by the hande, made him 
ſtande vp, ſatyng : will not pardon thee: fo why, thou ne · 
«* ſjer offendedſt mee, and therefoꝛe thou haſt no neede to al ke 
* metcie, but fox this that J heare ſaie, that thou haſt apper⸗ 
ce tained to the good Emper dur of Conſtantinople, towar⸗ 
-« des whom it is expedient that thou goe to impetrate that, 
c whiche thou requfreſt of mee, foꝛ che offence that thou haſt 
cc moucht., in beeyng ſo long abſent from his companie, to 
«« ſerue ſuche miſchiuous Tpꝛauntes as thou haſt doen here: 
«« (nd will chat from mee, thau da pꝛeſent &ſhewtheſe dead 

«« Glauntes and knightes beyng layde vppon ſome Char iot, 

cc tu his Maieſtie. Foz J wotte well, that knowing of their 

«« deſtruction, he will de muche toyous.conſideryng the mani⸗ 

«« folde annoyes whiche they haue ſtill wꝛonght hym: e in thy 

F< fompanie ſhall goe all the Pziſoners whiche are within, to 
ie thanke(foj their deliuerie)the faire Paincefle Porphyhe his 
* Daughter after humbleſalucationstoherdoneonmpbe- 

c. halfetfoꝛ ſhe alone is the cauſe hereof, And it ſhe da enquire 

e who hath done it, tell thou her that it was the Youche of 

«« the Faities, che leaſte of her Seruitours (it ta one the 

«« will accepte hym) though farre vnwoꝛthy ol ſuche pꝛe⸗ 

« c ferment. Then gane he him the keyes to go deliuer the pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, but ſeeing hym to be fomewhat wounded, firſte hee 

aue him ſome of his Dyntmentes to his ſoze;whiche had 
fache ſpcedp operation, becanſe the wound was not greate, 


that the next moꝛnyng it was whole aud ſounde. But why+ 


les he was thus appliyng his Medicine, hee ſawe the Gi⸗ 
antes / whom he bad pardoned, and who ſtoode withoue)en- 
ter 


* 
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ter fearefullp, tremblyng and quaking to hyde them ſelues 
here and there with greate diligence. Whereat the Pouth 
lacing his Helmet and taking his Shield and Swerde, let 
fo warde out of the Gate to ſee what was happened: and he 

apperceiued the Siaunte &rgoferant to tome that waie (fo2 
he had not quite killed — as the others were, but onelie 
amazed hym with a blow vppon his head) who beyng come 
againe to hym ſelke, hauing caſt awaie his Battell Are, and 
left of his Helmet, Shield & Tacke, c ſeeyng his bꝛethzen 
dead, came and pzoftrated hymfelte at the Knightes feete 
(whom he founde with Swerde and Target in hande rea⸗ 
die) crauing hym humblp of Pardon. The Youth who was 
right mercifull.ſecynghym(contraryto thoſe of his kind) 
ſo meeke, freely pardonedhym,conditionally (notwithſtan« 
dyng) that he ſhould goe with the reſt of the Pʒiſoners the 
moꝛow fallowyng, to aſke Pardon of the Emperour, fox 
the harmes which he had done him, and to thanke the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Porphyria for his life ſo ſaued ę to ꝑꝛeſente to her his 
ſeruice,dopng ſtill what ſhe ſhould appointhym, wherto he 
gladly condiſcended: and thereupon. heecommaundedhym 
to ſec free the Pziſoners-and co aſke theim fozgeuenes fox 
the damage whiche bee had long done vnto theim, whiche 

thing he did. Immediatly he tooke the keyes whiche Mai⸗ 
ter Rabalonhad in his hande and went to deliyer the Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, who ſcing him, thought what he had come fo2 ſome 
other puryole. But much were they amerueiled, when they 
ſaw hym kneele doune befoze them. aſ kyng theim foꝛgiue⸗ 
nes, pꝛaiyng 5 foꝛ the loue ot hym which was cauſe ok their 
deliueraunce, and who had pardoned hym, it would pleaſe 
them alſo to vie the like courteſie towardes hym : whereto 

they willingly agreed,fo2 that this ſame Giant (as it were 
quite contrarie in nature and dilpoſition to his bzechzen) 
had afozetyme bene cauſe that they were well vſed and en⸗ 
treated: foꝛ he was full courteous and pitifuſt, wherkoꝛe he 
| aa ee e 
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ked kon uche n good tourne, offering hym their ſeruice per⸗ 
petually from that daie fo warde: eſpecially the Knight 
— — requeſted hym that he would vouche⸗ 
ſafe to take him ino his company:p2oceting that he would 
Dee to hym atrue and lopall frende, and that nought but 
death ſhould haue foꝛce to ende their amit ie. All whiche the 
Nauth was well pleaſed of. And fox that night with the Gi⸗ 
; ant Ergoferans, who ſhewed him lelfe full humble and dilt- 
gent to doe hymhonour and ſeruice and che P2iſoners li⸗ 
e in the Rocke till che next moꝛowe. 
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that his feaſt hould bee by them diffurbed and troubled, as 
alſo tu kurniſhe and dilguiſe hym ſeife to goe the next date 
vnknowen to the Juſtes: che glittering Lampe of Yhabut 
had giuen place to the darkeſome Mantell ot the ſhadie 
night. Mhercuppon hee was then perkozce conſtrained to 
ſtaie and lie in the Rocke with the Giante Ergoferant:, and 
his good and valiaunt frende Phariſor, where he could not 
long reſt, at his eaſe, foꝝ that his quietnes was interrupted,. 
by the late enkindled ſtre af his new ſpꝛũg loue. And ſa ofte 
as hee recoꝛded the incomparable comelines ofhtsLadie, 
he tooke ſuch encreaſe of ardt̃t affection into hym, that had 
it not bene foꝛ the hope whiche he had to win her grace and 
fauour by his feates of Armes and valiancte, I keare that 
(he pꝛeſled with extreme paſſions) would hane chi yꝛeſent⸗ 
| iy dyed. But ( becauſe it commonly happeneth, that hope is 
the nowꝛzice and maintenaunce of life to them that are ſicke 
nn in any wiſe ill diſpaſed, be yet comfozted himlelf,# with 
greate diſquietneſſe and difficultie paſſed that night. and 
partiy alſo mas hee perplexed with ſome feare ot his new 
Confederate Ergo feraut, of uhũ notwithſtaudyng any Lea⸗ 
gue m pꝛomiſewhich he had made, he could not aſſure-byw 
ſelf; Andthus he ſtoode on his owne gard, whiles his fremd 
Fbariſon made readie his Furniture to goe to the Jultes 
onthemozowefollowyng . And whiles (A ſay) that theſe 
thinges were in doyng, the daybeganne to appegre eleare 
and brigbt: wbereupon the Giaunt Exgoferam uhu 
yng the vertue e puyſſaunce of the Knight which hay van 
- quiſhedhym to ſmell and reſemble maꝛe ot deuine then hu⸗ 
maine naturt, and ſuppoſing hun — — — 
Lupiter into the would ta pourge and deliuer it 
and ſauage creatures; bee ſtudied and enfoꝛted hy ſelſe co 
doe hym ſeruice agreable: and therefoze came 
his Chamber, to ſeeifhe had ought els to eo 
offering willyngly to atchiue it, yea with the bazarde a 
olle of dis owne like, Who geuing ham thanke a there lee 
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ſaied noe, bu: onely that hee ſhould take heede to keepe the 
faith and loyaltie whiche he had pꝛomiſed to hym, 

Then takyng leaue ofhpm with humble renerence and 
amiable embꝛacement, he went to finde Maiſter Rabalon, 
who the night afoꝛe had ſo wel healed his wounde, þ he felt 
noe moꝛe geiet chereot. This beyng done, they tooke their 
wate towarde Coaſtantinaple with the Pꝛiſoners, and 
Chariotes laden with dead Carkaſles as was afoze apoin⸗ 
ted. But as they entered into the Foꝛreſt neere ta Nocke 
Alpine, they heard a grole and lubberly voyte, whiche yel . 

led and houled wonderouſly: and it ſeemed to the Eare to 
come krũ out ot the earth. wherfoze the Giaunt Ergoferant, 
and Paiſtet Nabalon, who was well Oorſen weak thither⸗ 
warde, the ocher Pꝛiſoners holdyng on their waie ſtill to⸗ 
wardes Conſtantinople. And when they were come where 
they hearde the voyce, chey ſawe the Uillaine whom the 
Pouch of the Fairies had caſt into che bottom of the Ditch 
in che Sacks, wherein he caried the Damozell;who'toſlep 
und contented hym ſelfedeſperaclie therein, whiche the 
Siauneſeeyng ſaied: who is he that hach caſte thee there:

Ha lekte Galiaſte, and the Lady hid in the Buſhe, the Uil⸗ 
laine cried ſo laude, that hee made the Forreſt ringe with 
his voyte, and keptethe Squire from hearing what wate 
— — Hozle went. diſturdyng hym muche. Where- 
lose he went to hym agarne, and bode hym hold his peace, 
fo by his eriyng he ſhould neuer be deltuered. J pꝛaie thee 
then at leaſt waies (ſaied the Uillaine) ſeeyng I muſt holde 
my peace, that thou tell mee his name that caſt mee here. It 
was (ſuied Geliafte) my ſelfe:what Jaieſt thou thereto : The 
Ulllaine thinkyng that hee ſaied the Rnightes name was,

falne out oł a lingeryng Feuer, into a ſadaine ſweat, t . 
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Py Selle, gaue ſuch auntmere to the Giant Ergo ferant "ag 
is afozeſatev:who ſuppoſing hym lo foolilhe , hat for feare 
he had(hauing as he iudged loſt che Damozel)to be beaten 
oz laine of his Bꝛother Fercſaſte, had put him ſelle inthe 
Sacke, to hide hym,who lefte hym there co ende his dayes, 
and departed thence;foz that he hearde a trampling of hot 
ſes # voyces of men who ſpake as though thei were angry, 
and che voyce of a Damozell who cried pitifully. Where- 
foze going thither, he ſawe fifrene oz tene Outlawes, ar⸗ 
med with great Staues and Clubbes bound with Pꝛon at 
both endes a foote long, ſharpe aud pearcing, who with 
huyge blowes did beate apoozeyoung Squire, & foure of 
them haled and dꝛewe a faire young Damozell by the Ar⸗ 
mes, and heare of the head moſte diſpiteoullp. But as ſoone 
as they ſawe the Giaunt come towardes theim , che 9 
their nen fleepng this waie and Fe

But all could not doe la well: fo2 ſire oft 
Giaunte cauld catche, remained deade on 47 10 a 
foꝛ gage: then retournyng where he had lelte 4.

- perſon, Then aligheyng krom his bigs tooke hei 
the hande, and the Squire alſo, who thinkyng theim Res 


- bled withſuche feate.that theicouldſkarceſtande 
feete befozeche Giante; who ka comte cheun.doke made 
- cqurteouſlie, andpzaied theim to tell hym, whom, oz from 
whence thei were: chieflie the Squire: fo; the Damozell 
he knewe well to bee her, whom his bꝛother Ferc/a#e had 
tommaunded the villaine Franguctrippe to goe caſte into 
the ditche, who ſomwhat emboldened, aunſwered hym that 
de belonged to a yonge Knight, named the Vouthe of the

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Faieries, who as he thought was by that tyme pꝛiſoner to 
the Glaunte Ferc/a#c:humblie pꝛaiyng hym that he would 
not hurte hym, vntil: he knewe whether he were deade, oz 
altue. The Giaunte after hauyng amiably recompted vnto 
him al that had paſſed and bene done, in the Battle betwixt 
them, alſured him okthe health and vicozie or his Maitter, 
and that he ſhoulde haue hym ſafe and ſounde at Nocke Al- 
pine. Mhereat the Squire was ſo gladde, as if the whole 
Monarchie of Europe had fallen to his ſhare. And the Si- 
aunt hamng left him, to goe to Conſtaneinople, they depar⸗ 
ted, the ont wich the Bamo ell ehat is to wit the Squire 
to gor finde his Pater, Aid the other whiche was eee. 
ram tu goe to Conſtantinople, where hee was not ſo ſoone 
ariued, but he founde Patſter Rabalen:whöõ in the Fozreſt 
he feft purſuing the Dutlawes,who told to the Emperonr 
intentinely liſtening vnto him, c unto his Barous, inthe

Fertlaſte and Anlrofvrt wert comt in Chariotes, and alſo 
how he had bꝛottghe the pziloners which they had perkozce 


long tyme hee, to dor therewith at his pleaſure : Theo 
ther parte remainyng with hym aliue at Rocke Alpine: 


and how he had ouert ome and bzought to his ſubiection che 


Giant Ergoferam; who while this other was thus tellpng 
his tale) enterev into the Pall, and caltyng his Battle Axe 
doune in the place, and then vnlacing his Helmet whiche he 


layed doune at his fete, he addꝛeſſed his fpeache tothe Em⸗ 
perour onthis wiſe.

But 
puttyng my confidence in pour courteſie, bountte abounz 
dant. I haue pꝛeſumed (accoꝛdyng to pꝛomiſe) to pꝛeſente 
my lelfc per ſonally befoze pour Impeciall Paieſtie, bepng 
ſo eniopned to doe, by the faire and gentle Youthe of the 
Fairies, the Flower f although as yet pong aud tender) of 
all the Rnightes that nowe liue, that vou may doe and di⸗ 
ſpoſe with mee at your owne good will andpleaſure . Bee⸗ 
ſeching you in his name and fo: the great good wil which 
he beareth you, to graunt mee mereie and pardon ot all the 
faultes whiche J haue euer committed aganſt vou: whiche 
with true repentance, and vo wing to vou my ſeruice hence: 
koꝛwardeſ as hee hath expꝛeſlelie commaunded ) J humbly 
require and obteſt. The Emperour who in benignitie and 
clemencie was ſecond to none in the woꝛlde, as well fo2 the 
good newes brought hym, as foꝛ the loue ofthe Pauthe, 
whom he deemed ſent from heauen; to helpe his calamitie

and woundes whiche they had. Foz ſome were riuen doune 
to the Belly: other ſome quite clouen with one blowe ofthe 
Swerdeꝛand others (as the Giaunt Ferclaſte, had their Ar: 
mes and Legges cut of:and they ſaide one to another, chat 
afozetyme they had ſeen men ſlaine, but neuer did they, ne 
neuer ſhould thei ſeꝛ men ſo mangled and martyzed as theſe 
were. Whereupon they largely pꝛaiſed the Youthe ofthe 
Fairies fo his valoure:ſaiyng: that if be continued as hee 
had begonne, hee would bee the beſte Knight that euer the 
woꝛld foſtered oꝛ had bꝛought fooꝛth. 

This dooen, the Emperour commaunded to hange all 
thoſe deade bodies in a Moodde, nat farre diſtaunte from 
the Citie, whic he was doen incontinentlie. Then he cauſed 
the beſt Painter in al his Empire to come vnto him, and to 
depaint 5; Diſtoꝛy( as a matter wozthy of ape laſting rem?- 
bꝛaunce ) in the greate Hall of his Pallaice, with the moſte 
riche and coſtlie ſplendizant caullers that could bee found. 
And foʒ the greate deſire he had to ſee the Nouth, he viſpat⸗ 
-- chedth2ee 02 fower knightes, to goe ſearche hym ſpedilie 
at Rocks Alpine:whiche doen he conmenced the Juſtynges 
and Tourneis , without further feare, whereat were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent vpon ſkaffoldes,ſette vp fo2 that intent, the Empzeſle, 
the Pꝛinces Porphyrie ,and the Ladie Harderine,, with the 
ſage arcella,and the gentle Amidree,with many moLa- 
dies and Damozelles, right richly attired & adozned with 
chaines of gold, gounes of Ueluet of all coullers, clothe of 
Golde and Siluer, and other Jewelles: whereof thei had 
lefte none that daie behinde in their Chambers, whiche 
might helpe to enhaunce their beauties , oꝛ perfectneſle in 


any pointe: whiche ſtandyng againſte the ſhinyng Sun 
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ſhewed as thei had bene thinges diuine rather thẽ humain: 
which thing gaue ſuch hartenyng, e encouragement to the 
knightes that ſhould Juſte, that thei takyng loftie ſtomac⸗ 
kes vnto them eche one ſemed to ber far re moe valtaunte, 
then in p2ooffe hee was: thoſe whiche were pꝛeſte and ren» 
ged fo2 the Juſtes, bzake and ſtrained theim ſelues with 
ſuche fozce onthe courſe, that at the daſhyng and ſtroke of 
their Launces, whiche in ſhiuers flewe vp into the ape, 
ſome of them bepug caſte out ofthe Saddles, fell doune to 
the grounde: the reſtemo2e expert and valtaunte , without 
bꝛeache of ſtaffe,atchiued their conrle gallauntlie. Ahiche 
thyng a certaine pong knight ſeeyng,whoſeemed in coun· 
tenaunce and ſhewe,to beeofgreate vertue and valiauncie. 
who that ſame Po2npng was come to aſliſte at the Juſtes, 
aduaunced hymſelt, & came ſo fiercely with his Speare ca» 
wards one of them, which had not bene diſhozſed, c who ſee⸗ 
med to him the ſlouteſt Juſter of all, called. Anthenor ſ who! 
had caſte andune the gentle knight Florenges, and ſtroke 
hym ſo roughly vppon the ſhielde, that at the firſtblowethe 
launce paſled thzough his body, moe thẽ a yarde in length: 
whereat the Emperour was agreeued,and likewiſe. 
all his Barons and Rnightes( fo2nexte his nephews P. 
riſer he was the valiaunteſt, and wiſeſt af all his Empire: 
and ſpectally Q lant of Cartage; who was his great frends 
and compaignion: who to reuenge his death, came towar- 
des hym, but he received hym fo bꝛauelie, that after his 
Launce was baoken, he tanke ſuche a leape to the grounde. 
that all the bebolders thought he had bꝛoken his neckhe. 
The vong Knight continuyng bis courſe, came againſt an 
other buſie fellowe, and he vſed hym ſa as he did the ather⸗ 
and without bzeache of Speare, he onerthzewe, and ſlewe 
that daie moe then ſiftie ol the ſineſt and iaylieſt knightes: 
whereat thoſe whiche ſawe hym, were muche amerueiled; 
fo2 hee ranne not againſt any, whom hee bare not from his 


to the grounde, and made theim mozeouer thereto 
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confeſſe.that his Lady was mo2e faire then theirs,whereof 
the gaod G ant Ergoferant being aduiled, dil daining much 
that he ſhould triumphe ſo long, purpaled to trie one blowe 
fo2 the loue ot his newe Miſtreſſe, and came all armed, and 
mounted vpon alufte S:eede , weenyng by his onely pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ta aſtoniche hym , and to make hym flee incontinente. 
But it chaunced cleane contrary, Fo! the voũg knight ha⸗ 
uyng lpied hyin, came with Speare in reſte towardes him, 
and little fearpng hym, receiued che blow b2anely vpon his 
ſhielde, which was ſo huge and ſharpe, that pearcyng quite 
through, it paTed under his arme an elle oz moze, whiche 
beepag recouered, hee finiſhed his courſe: the Giauntes 
blowe ( chough ſtrang and welghtte ) not remoupng hym 
ane whitte. Mhereat he beeyng muche deſpited and ange⸗ 
red, tooke his greate Battle Axe, and with muche furie 
came againſte hym (who toplily receiued hym with ſuche 
fozce, that ił he had nat by his agillitie and nimbleneſſe, cf 
chewed the weightie blowes ofthe Giaunte, he had not la 
long ſtoode againlk hym as hee did. But fleyng ſome while 
the Giauntes furious blowes, ſome while receiuyng thole 
whiche he thought leſle daungerdus vpon his ſhielde, ſo to 
giue hym better occaſſion of plaie. by rappyng hym now on 
his ſhield, # now on his Helme, he bare himſelf ſo valiaunt⸗ 
iy that the battle endured an whole hower: the Alliſtauntes 
(who of his valiaũcie wiſt not what to iudge, were ſo tran⸗ 
ſpoꝛted wich maruell ) not perceiuyng any aduauntage ei⸗ 
ther ofthe one partie oz of the other. and ſo wery mere they 
ofthe Combate ; chat to take 'bzeath they retired backe aſ⸗ 
ſunder, a Rosdes length, the better to begin their next en 
cuuntrie. But wh? they had reſted in quiet about a quarter 
o an hower, they would haue begonne again, when behold 
there ariued twoo Rnightes all couered with the ſkinnes 
of wilde beaftes,doune to their hoꝛſes hoofes, ſohideous co 
beholde, as euer was Monſter that Hercules flewe:who ha- 


upng long tyme bene hid behinde the pꝛeaſle of the 8 
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who buſily behelde che Combate of che Giaunte, andthe 
b2ave bncoothe Knight, to ſee the ende and iſſue thereof, 
were wearied to faude ſo longe idle without plaiynge 
ſome parte of the Tragedie: wherckoze leapyng into the 
fielde (not without greate aſtoniſhment to the Aſliſtaunce, 
chicfly to the Ladies, wholdeemyng them Diuels oꝛ Hags 
of Hell lo diſguiſed) caſt foo2th ſuche a crie, that amaʒedly 
deſcendyng from the Skaffoldes where they ſate,they fled 
with ail ſpeede poſſible towardes the coppes and Turretes 
ofthe Pallace,to ſge withmoze ſuerty the iſſue ot the Come 
bate, and to cõtemplate theſe newcome knightes moꝛe łur⸗ 
ther of But the Empꝛeſſe noꝛ her daughter, neither any of 
their Damozelles moued one whit, beeyng cercified by a 
Squire diſguiſed with a Uiſarde and a long white Beard, 
that theſe were two of theit knightes, who ol purpoſe were 
come to bzeake of the Combate betwixt the Giaunte and 
the valiaunt young knight. Mho hauing tert . ſied the Em⸗ 
neſſe hereof, roade ſpcedely to j Combatters, who by this 
tyme had begonne to hacke and hewe the one the other. and 
pꝛeſentyng to eche ol theim a Launce, ſaied theſe wooꝛdes. 
Moꝛthy knightes J pzap you, that taking a little Cruce, 
you will heare what I ſay. The ſauage Rnightes mp Mat-, 
ers, enamoured and deſirous of the great pzoweſle which Ws, 

they ſee to bee in you, deſire pou ofcourteſie, that geupng , 
ſome releaſement co your Combate, it will pleaſe vou, to,

they were farre out of their compte, and ſo it fell out that 
by the common conſente ofthe Judges, the pꝛice was allot⸗ 
tet to the greater ot the wilde mea who bad caried awaie

foittide/that{bepiig not one ot the llghtes fellomes in the 
Wolde) he outs not rviſe agulne ſo ſoue ; but that cheother 
tight hym au dillate v che Helmet oFyts:heat,wbich 

he eutte ir tos pertes wich his lwozdemdtwithſtandyng 
that che ther reied hem mercie. And difarmyng hym of all 
rherelttokhhts Barnolſe he purte it uon hym felf;andeaſte 
the Shptelde vn his getke tatyng che Swofde whiche he 
had? aud mounkyng op don the gur boiſe Zyroecptul j bo 
feelyng the Spurres be anne to pꝛaünte and mag in 
ſurhe maner, that the Knight arner haupugriddenÞozſe, 
lo prompee and nimble as chis "+ bountie and der | 
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ferity became much aſtoniſhed. Meuertheleſſe, moe ioyous 
bkthe canquett, then if he had been made Emperour ot Ces 
ſtantinople: And takyng his wate cowardes the Toune, he 
armed chere the nexte date abnute Roone, where he founde 

the Emper dur and all his Baraus and Ruightes: who all 
ol purpoſe moũt ioydus hav put theim ſelues in waie, with 
moltemagnificall bꝛaue equipage of the Gate, where tho⸗ 
rowe his entrie laie, the moꝛe ſumptuoullie to receiue him. 

Foy che godd Rnight Caillat of Cartage, who the daie 


et! aloe: had followed him ta light with bym at te Swozde, x 
foto repaire his viſgracemente gotten at the Juſtes . ha- 
uyng ſren hym that Moꝛnyng in a village fire oz ſeuen mi⸗ 
les from Conſtantinople, where he was alighted to baite 
his Hozſe, and deemyng hym to bee the Youthe of the Faie⸗ 
ties, hee retourned in all haſte, to bʒyng woꝛde to the Em⸗ 
perour ot his commyng: who at the entraunce ok the Citee 
with all his traine, tame to meete hym cauſyng at his ari⸗ 
uall, to founde an infinite noyſe of Trumpettes, Clarions, 
Fyfes and Dzummes,with ſuch other like Jnlkrumentes, 
 Whereofhe was muche amarueiled: and could not judge 
foꝛ what cauſe he made hym ſo greate cheare , noz where⸗ 
f̃aze the gentle Knight Flarenger, aduanced hym ſelf to em⸗ 
mate hym, and to kille his handes, ſaiyng: chat he thanked 
hym,f01 the deliueryng of his daughter. 

Fd as muche as J can geſſe (ſaied the vncoth Knighe) 
poutake me fo an other in that J neuer remember me, co 
baue deliueren Damozell from any mannes handes in this 
Countrie . In ſaiyng of whiche wooꝛdes, and other ſuche 
like ( they ſuppoling that he ſpake theſe thinges, to cõceale 
& keepe himſelfunknowen)thei ariued in this magnificen- 
cie at the Pallaice , where the Tables were ſpꝛead loꝛ din- 
ner. Then at the tuſtaunte requeſt ofthe Emperour,the vn- 
knowenKRnightdiſarmed hym ſelf, to ſitte nexte his Paie⸗ 
ſtie:who(ſo doyng) had not wholie vnlaced his Helmet, but 
chat hemave all the compaignic marueilous muche 1 5 
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ſhed, whẽ thei ſaw plainly v he was an other, then thei coke 
hym foz.Yea,looke how muche in his Parncſle,# being pet 
vnknowẽ he was loued cheriſhed e much made ok: ſo much 
moꝛe, out of his O arneſſe, and e was mockep,and 
moztally hated of many, Seepng it co.beehym,whoat the 
Tuſtes , had vſed and handeled theim fo rudely, yea, c ki lled 
ſome of their 8 and pee ſo 75 that 
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dyng) next to che Emperour. During the whichet 
verour aſ kyng hym whence he came, yea, ho | 
foze he had ſochaungedPouſe and Tracks, inobtatn 
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e« pour perſone the Saincto whom my magnificent Sacri⸗ 
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caufe,that eucrhencefo2the, J hall bee attainted and blot⸗ 
ted, with ch foule vice of Jngratitude, whiche aboue all o⸗ 
thers Jabhozre and deteſf; And get you from my peſence, 
as ſone as pou can, tha: I finde you no moze in my Courte: , 
els will J make you. 

And fo2 the great grief whiche he had of the two Knigh⸗ 
tes deathes, hee could ſpeakeno further, but al angred and 
chaffed with deſpite, he aroſe from the Table in great ago⸗ 
nie:which thing his Pepny ſeeing, who were partely pzic- 
ked wich the like paſſions. they would haue ouerrunne the 
Knight: who hearing the Emperour ſo greeuouſly diſplea⸗ 
ſed, was lightly lopen ouer the Table, and (fearyng out- 
rage) had already ſeiſed vpon the beſt parte of his harneſſe, 
as Helmet, Shield, and Swerd, whiche he helde naked in 
his hande, and had flaine twos of the fire , who wente to 
offende hym. Whiche thing the Emperour ſeeyng, cau⸗ 
| ſed the other to ceaſe, who as then buſely begaune to aſſaile 
hym moꝛtallp on all ſides, blaming and repꝛehending them 
Harply fo: being lo raſh, in outraging a knight vuknowen, 
in his pꝛeſence, and vncommaunded: who acknowledgyng 
their fault, retired and ceaſed the conflict, leauing the pong 
vncoth KRuight ſo boyling in pꝛe and deſpite, that it paſſed. 
Suche was his ſtomacke enflamed with griefe and anger, 
that it he had had them befoꝛe him in the fielde,chep had not 
eſcaped wich the loſle of ſo fewe as they did, neither could 
he but ſpeake theſe outragious woꝛdes to the Emperour.

this pꝛanke ſhall not remaine vapuniſhed , And haupng ſo 


laied, hee went to finde the good Yozſe Lycocephall, whiche 

his Squire had made ready in the Stable:wherfoze he ar- 
med himlelf with the reſt of the enchaunted harneſſe which 
he had gotten:# being on hozſebacke, he went with all haſt 
toward the Hauen, where after he had made bargatne with 
a Ship which was pꝛeſt to paſſe into the parties of Gaz/e, 
he entered abooꝛd and ſailed quietly on the maine Sea, to⸗ 
warde the moſt mall, but moſte fertile place that is in the 
woꝛlde. But ik as then, che puilſaunt and topleſome Giaunt 
Ergo ferant, (who was gone to (ec oꝛder for the gouernemtt 
oft the Caſtle ofRocke Alpine: polleſſis wherof(aſwel by 
the Emperour,as by the Youth of the Fairies, as far as he 
knew, was lefc to hym vacãt & paiſible)had bene there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, he had not gone ſo thence without Battaile, eſpecially 
ik he had heard his laſt wozdes of pꝛeſumptid to the Empe- 
rour, whereby he manaced hym molt ignominioully:wher⸗ 
at he was ſo galled and greeued, and the other knightes ſo 
troubled, that they knewe not what to doe.

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On thus wiſe aſſailed with theſe two cotrarieties,( which 
in greate furie made hym walke vp and doune fretting and 
fuming) none daryng to pꝛeſume pꝛeſently to comfozte o2 
counſell hym, there entered into the Hall a Page, who cer⸗ 
tified hym that a greate Lode of Perſia was ariued, who 
greatly deſired to ſpeake with hym. and had bꝛought hym 
Letters on the behalfe ofthe greate Sephy: whereupon the 
Emperour chaungpng and dying his countenaunce wich 
a certaine feined coulour of gladneſſe and io pe, cauſed hym 
to be bzought in, to heare his Peſlage , and ſo to aunſwere 
hym: where wee leaue them foꝛ a certaine tyme ere we tell 
vou any further.

bꝛeathed ſhe foꝛth her p2e & anger againſt death, fo; taking 
from her a gift ſo rare and pꝛecisus: whom Denus Inkant 
ol mere bounty had beſtowed vp her: Beſeechyng her, that 
in middeſt of ſo many miſeries ſoꝛowes, ſhe would in like 
wiſe ſtrike her with the ſame Darte, wherewith her deere 
frend was ſo wounded and murdzed:to the ende, chat where 
hee was either in the Celeſtiall 02 Jnfernall Manſian, ſhee 
might goe and accempaignie hym, ſo to open buto hym the 
ſutnme of her dolorous diſtreſſes. Then conſidering that 
Death hauing no puiſſance on her (as it, which is nothing 
els but the diſſolution and ſeparation of the Soule from

cauſe was he ol his Neighbours and bozderers ſo renows

Net neuertheleſſe, not like his other yoũger bother, 
who by his graund foꝛce and extreeme pꝛoweſſe, was bee 
come Ring ofthe Jles/Foztunatce ;whiche are beyond the 
furtheſtpartes of Au Meſtwarde, and are at this 
date called Ca#a%es, becauſe they abdund in Dogges dfall' 
ſoztes , This ſame king called Bramliſſant, ho iu valour 
and pꝛoweſle exceeded far all other knightes, hauyng hard 
the pittifull tydinges, whiche king Fraudomyne his Father 
had ſent hym, ol the death o his Beeten Nan garu and

myng through GreateBztitaigne. ;Alluxyng you, fü(lated,, 
he) that had it not been-foz thedeſireJhad coſeepou; and 
my hꝛather Agrafalt, with all theſe good Lobes. andſomte ,, 
ocbers.mhabymerequeſted, p2omiſed;ſancefaile, to come, 
ſhoꝛtely to ſuccour vou, this metched Rynge ot grrate £2 
Baitaigene: had nat hadde by this tymt either Caſtell oz, 
Toune to defende hymſelfe in. truſte gand Sonne (ſaied 
Ryng Grandomyne)t hat we ſhali bee there tyme enaugb by. 
the helpe of the Goddes, to viſherice and tuinate hym both ; ; 
with the'ffuſion of his owne blond, and alla of all thoſe who ; | F

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waile: haupng moze confidence in the fozce and puiſſaunce 
of their bodies ( whiche in no wiſe lacked ) then in the Di⸗ 
uine pꝛouidence, without whiche noe humaine enterpꝛiſe 
can euer come to good iſſue . And I can aſſure pou, chat if 
the ſoueraigne creatour and gouernour of all thinges, had 
not by his infinite bountie and goodnes, pꝛeſerued and fits 
ſtained the parte ofche noble and valiaunt Chziſtian Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, they had then beene in daunger to haue loſte their liues 
and to haue their Nealmes and pooze Subiectes deftrofed, 
bndoubcedly. Foꝛ theſe curſed Pay» were the moſt puiſ⸗ 
ſaunt and valiaunteſt perſonages, that euer Piſtozie made 
mention of, and had wich theim moze then twoo hundꝛed 
thouſand footemen, # a hundzed thouſand bꝛaue knightes, 
beſides the Gtauntes whiche J tolde you ot, whoſe onely 
foꝛce was able foꝛ a whole Army: and there were the frog 
Brumiſſunt, Angrofolt, Salaxurd, and his hethꝛen, which had 
either their Bodies oꝛ Harneſle in ſuche wife enchaunted, 
that neither Pꝛon noꝛ Steele could pearce oꝛ hurte theim: 
and therwith ende wen with ſuche foꝛce, that nothyng was 
' able to abyde it. And to encreaſe their number alſo, came 
there a while after to their helpe Ryng Tewladas the wore: 
thy knight of the Ne of Canada, and fierce Caydard of Bac. 
caleos, With either of theim an Armie of moꝛe then thirtie 
thouſande fightyng men, mounted on mightie Hoꝛſes and 
Elephantes whiche caried euery one ſtue oz ſixe men well 
furniſhed with ſhot in che little Caſtles ol wood which thet 
had vppon their backes: whiche two in foꝛce and proweſſe 
were nothyng leſſe then Bruriſſant Salla ⁊ ard, whoſe ally- 
aunce and confederauncie to haue, they came to this match, 
and alſo to trie the foce and valiauncie ot kyng Florida- ' 
mant and his Bꝛytiſhe knightes; whether they were cozre⸗ 
ſpondent to the fame that went vpon them oꝛ naye. 

And on this wiſe this puiſlaunt armie beeyng alſenblen 
in Coꝛnewaile, and the Countrie thereaboutes, they made 
not long delaie, but embarked theym ſelues to paſſe into 
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greate Bzittaine: and in what magnificent o2der you ſhall 
vuderſande . Firſt there wente befo2e, eightie greate Gal⸗ 
leis wandzyng on the mapne Sea with Dealecloathes 
ſpꝛead, and aboundaunce af Dares,marchyng like a Tem- 
peſte:neither met they any veſſel on the Seas, mhatſoeuer, 
but thei dꝛowned it: and they went ten and ten inaRancke 


Quadꝛangle wiſe, and not one ſwifter any whit then ano⸗ 


cher. Aliſo there were fiftene great Carrickes, which went 
befoze the Gallies abaut a mile a2 leſſe:and at euer ſide of 
che Quadzangle Galley fleete, was alſo ten, wherein were 
the Cantabrians, who- at this daie are called Byſkaynes, a 
People neere to Spaine, who were conducted thether by 
their Rynge (Marton, whiche in Sea matters was moſte 
Tkilfull, and was oꝛdained Admirall generall, of all the 
Army bythe other kynges apoyntmentes: from whom he 
was ſeparated, and came in à Gallev, which marched alone 
amongeſt che fozeſated fleete, and a greate Troupe of Fop⸗ 
ſtes, Boates and Bzigandines, mhiche in number amoun 
ted to moe then ſixe ſcoze , whiche followed after : whiche 
Galley exceeded all the reſt in bignes, in beauty & in aut 
araie: foz the men ofthe ſame were all araide in Caſſockes 
and Bonnets of Ueluet, halt greene'@ halfe blewe, rowyng 

the Dares: to euer ie one of whiche ( beepng fifty on a ſive 
painted all red) there were ten ſec”, all tyed by che Legges 
with great Chaynes ol ſtluer. And moʒeouer the couerture 


Siluer, wought with ſpangles and leaues ot Golde, and 


Sea Monſter, muche reſemblyng 
with Scales ot greene, and the Enſigne was blewe: about 
the which was wꝛitten in Golden Letters this ſame Uerſe 
oz ſaipng, Vpon the Seas I all deſtaoye: for none I meete may 
mee annoye. And a little fower was mitten ¶ Marton, the 
Terrour of the Waues: neither was there place in all this 


of the place where was ¶Nartan Chamber, was alſo all of 
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Azure moſt rich a ſumptuous , on the top wherof appeered- 
amightie ſhakyng Enſeigne, wherin was painted a great 
a Crocodile all mailed 


Galley 
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Galley alwell bypon the Hatches, as Roapes and Coꝛdes 

whiche held the Paſt: but that there was ſuche alike Enſi- 
gne( either little oz greate)tyed, tu euerꝝ one of which was 
faſtened an infinite number of Cimbates, and Siluer Bel⸗ 
les, whiche ſhaken with che: Minde, velded amerueilous 
ſweete harmony. 

After this maguificent Galley,that went without eithet 
rule 02 cercaine.o2der, diſperſed here and there aboute the 
winges of the Sea flette, thele fo2eſaied ixe andewencie 
Foiſtes, Galliottes, Gallions, and Bꝛzigantines: Anthe 
greateſt of the whiche Foiſtes, werethe kynges Taw/adas 
of Canada, and Guytard of Baceateos, with their Yorſemen, 
aud the Elephaunces whiche thei had brought, beeyng in 
thirtie greate Dhippes,whiche followed after matueilou⸗ 
llie well ozpered, with laile diſplaien, tap and top gallant 
bꝛaue to beholde: wherin was a great noyte of Dummes, 
Fifes, Trumpettes, and other inſtrumentes of Marre, ſo⸗ 
lemne # hideous to behald. Fi nail, after all theſe fo2eſaied 
peſſelles came a Flite oftwoo hundꝛed Shippes 02 _ 
and ſome Barkes, whichmarchedall in oer triangled, in 
fo:efronce ofthe whiche,thers was one Ship, farregrea- 
ter and fairer then the refte, whiche cutte the Seas with 
ſuche celeritie and ſwifteneſſe , as was poſſible to beholde: 
and therein were kyng random ine, Angruſorte, Bruniſſant, 
Barant, Falacurd, Zoriat and theirbierhien Canmbrect and 
Phagarrofe, which haitened to au UMarton; to 
takeomperhowes d}aw alittle ſdeward,tvallaileacertain 
Fleete ofſhippes , whichthey had diſcried in che maine fea, 
goyng ſtreight tagreate Bꝛitaigne there to take Hauen, 
and ſo to make them capt iues. it thei would not yelbe to ber 
an his parte . But as thei were chus buſied to giue oder 
hereunto, and to ſet their chynges in a readinelſe, beholde 
„ were all aſtaniſhed on che ſodaine, by the Carrickes, 

_ which went ſtillbefoze, of wh they were met, x 
the fol stherein n. to death by = 
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ther Fleete ( whiche came a bywaie with a marueilous ce: 
leritie) whoſe number was abaute fiftie ſiue, oꝛ ſixtie bꝛaue 
Shippes ot Marre: whiche florcelie enteryng here and 
there amiddethe greaterroupe of Salleis (whereokthei o⸗ 
uerthꝛewe and burned many wich Fires artificiall, and o- 
ther Jnſtrumentes of Marre) thei made at the firſte a mar⸗ 
ueilous Partyꝛdome ot the accurſed Painims therein. 
Foz they were nota whit afraied of chis encounter: which 
thyng the Avmirall Martanſetryng, cauſed incontinentlie 
his great Galley tu pꝛepare her lelf wich diligẽce, to come 
and aide at this pinch;#alſo a number ofthe Foiſtes æ Bꝛi⸗ 
gandines whiche came after: all which with ſpede haſtened 
to aſſault the little fleete. When the Capitaine of the lame, 
(fozeleyng what daunger he was in) would faine haue reti⸗ 
red and fled, but that the other fleete, who (( as J ſaide bekfoze, 
was firlte diſcouered of Paynims, ioyned powers thereto: 
and ſo retuilyng and muſteryng ſomewhat together, they 
behaued them lelues ſo well, that moe then twentie ofthe 
Papnims Foyſtes and Galleis were ſounke and burned. 
Foz in the Shippe whiche was Admiralle, there were 
two bꝛaue Rnightes, whiche commaundeꝛ all the Armie: 
who ſet in araie with their Swozwes in their handes, and 
bꝛaſen ſhieldes pꝛeſt fo their better defence,raged in their 
enterpꝛiſe, and with furic couloured the bellye of the God⸗ 
deſſe Thetis,with p blaum ofthoſe atturſed Painims. Nay, 
they caught none, but they ſente hym to ſeeke hym ſelle in 
the bottom ok the waues; where he might dzinke his laſte, 
on els to taſt ot death onthe Hacches:whiche thing the val⸗ 
liaunt Rung Marton ſeeyng (wh rages to ſee ſo manie of 
his men ſlaine by two knightes) aodzeſſed his Galley that 
wate, # ioynyng wich one ofthe Ruighces,who bare inhis 
ſhielde a Ozagonof Azure, in a ſielde of Sables,fo2 cogni⸗ 
zaunce, was there ß moſtdaingervus Skirmithe betwene 


them that euer was heard of. Foz Ryng Murton( who was 
exceedyng ſtrong) thinkyng wich his ſierce * 
of eared 
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fraied and made flee thoſe twoo doughtie Captaynes, was 
muche aTonithed when he founde hyniſeife ſo matched with 
the one, v in all his lite he neuer had bene ſo troubled, in ſa 
muche that he thought there to haue loſt his life pꝛeſently: 
ſuche were the blowes whiche he receiued at the knightes 
handes ofthe Dzagon,p had it not bene foꝛ the enchaunted 
Pelmet whiche he beare, it had beene doubckull whether he 
thould haue retoꝛned ſound as he did. But becauſe hee was 
armed w:Harnefle wholy ſo enchaunted, that neither ſwozd 
no} other weapon whatſoeuer, could pearce 92 cut, hee re⸗ 
liſted well moze, then an hower againſt his aduerſarie, who 
alſo defended hymſelk valiauntlie as (God knowes) he had 
neede : foꝛ both of them were ſtrong, valiaunte and kilfull 
in Armes. True it is, that it Kyng Marton exceeded hym 
ſomewhat in fozce; hee againe counterueiled it in agillitie 
and uimblenes of bodie, and in craft of Skirmiſhyng,as 
wel appeared by him inthis mutual combac. But the other 
ts counterueile all that, gaue hym now and then ſuch grene 
atteintes, that the red bloud began alreadie in ſome places 
to runne doune his body: but fo2 al that. neuer made he any 
ſemblaunce of griefe, to condemne hym ſelk ol Cowardyſe, 
But as the Beare and the wilde Boare beyng enuenomed 
one againſt another, ſtryue ſtill with rage to pulleche other 
in peeces : ſo theſe twaovaliaunt Champions did all their 
powers to depꝛiue eche other of life, althongh the one had 
ſmall aduauntage ofthe other: whiche made them maruell 
much ok their owne pꝛoweſſes, ſtill paiyng eche other as the 
Smith with an heaup Hammer doth his Anuildoften: and 
as the one his Harneſſe, ſo did che others nimblenes kepe 
them boch aliue long [963 131.9633) 

And thus endured the Combate a greate while, duryng 
whiche, the Knight ofthe Dzagon his fellowe ruſhed in a⸗ 
mongſt the Paynims (ol whom he made a merucilous but» 
cherie aud laughter) and with his Meyny behaued himſelk 
ſo well, that many were flaine, and a multitude dzowned, 
J. iij. neither 
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neither coaped he with any, but hee loſte either Leg, Arme. 
ſhoulder, Mecke, oꝛ ſome parte ot his body, alwaies hauyng 
a ſoneraine care to ſaue his owne Ships not witchſtãding: 
whereunto after a while all his men reentered by his com⸗ 
maundement. Foz ſceing the reſt ofthe aduerſarics Ueſſels 
at hande, whiche Kyng Grandomyne and his twoo Sonnes 
led whom if they had taried,they had bene all viſcomficed) 
they hoyſt vp ſailes, and moued Dares to departe with all 
ſpeede, tontenting them ſelues wich the honour which they 
had gotten in reſiſting ſo many with ſo ſmal a power, to the 
great damage and rume oftheir Enemies, and pet tooling 
a very few oftheir awne party:neither any veſſell,buc that 
wherein was the knight of the Dzagon, who whiles hys 
men pꝛepared chem ſelues to gayne the Nozth,kepce Mar- 
tos plate ſtill:to whom (ſeeyng then readie to departe) hee 
gaue ſuche a blowe with his Swoꝛzde on the head, that hee 
made hym fall on his knees, ſo aſtoniſhed, that he knew not 
where he was: and then taking a littie Boate, whiche was 
ſwiktlie furniſhed with Sailes and Partners, hee retyꝛed 
with the reſt o his Armie awaie krom his aduerſaries.lea- 
uyng them agreeued at this encountrie:who not knowpng 
how to be reuenged, ſet fire on that great ſhippe, whom hee 
had leſte them. Foz as it was better, they thought it good 
rather to retyꝛe with that gottẽ vickoꝛy, then with daunger 
to attend che comyng ok the reit or the Armp,to their great 
oucrthzowe and contuſton:a thyng rather to be reputed ra⸗ 
ſhenes ok chem, chen hardines. 
Although the Paynims thought verely to haue gotten 
the honour chꝛough their flight. Who taking their voyage 
towarde greate Bꝛittapne, tooke Parte a while after, at 
the Cittie ol London, where as then laye the good Rynge 
Floridamant: who with a greate Troupeofhis Barons and 
Lowes wente to welcome thoſe twoo valiaunt Rnightes, 
which ſo had vſed the Paynims: whom he afarre of knewe 
(by the enſignes hanged on the Paſtes of their ſhippes) 
| e 
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be the valiaunte Rynge Ferrande of Nozwate , and wozthy 
Grandilaor, his Neuewe, whom not long afoze Floridamant 
bad made crowned King of Swethelande at che diſceaſe of 
Anti xilianar Father, whom hee had married, who were 
come from their kingdomes, ſente foꝛ by Rynge Florida. 
mant, in oꝛder as is afoze ſaied, toginehymſuccour, Fo 
pou mult note, that the Noble kyng of greate Bꝛittaine be- 
png certified of the waſte and inturie whiche kyng Bran- 
diſſant had made, in goyng though his Realme, perceiued 
well that hee went toward his Father the kyng of Coznc- 

wayle, who pꝛepared againſt hym a mightie Doaſte, to re⸗ 

uence the death of his two other Childꝛen, whom hee had 

put to death. And beyng aduertized of the greatefo2ce and 
puiſſaunce where with he came againſt hym. And doubting 
hym ſelfe not able co reſiſte ſo greate an Armie had ſente 
Ambaſſadours on all ſides to the kinges his Neighbours, 
to deſire their ayde, and chieſly ta thele two his Subiectes, 
who failed not herein ta come: And by the waye knowyng 
that the Papnims were nat farre from them, they had par- 
ted their Armie in twoo, to embuſhe and aſſatle theym (as 
you haue afoze heard) to their great ruine and decate.Who - 
a while after theim, came to take Lande befoze the Cittie 
of London: from whence after along and a ſharpe Cam- 
bate.thep were expulſed and dziuen backe, and ſo coſtrained 
to caſte Ancour elſewhere,abouce a Pyle from the Cittie, 
where Maugre the Chzifttans they deſcended: as I meane 
to ſhewe you in the firſte Chapter of mp nexte booke, God 
willing.with the reft of their Battels anddiſcomficures. 
But as now pou mult accowe to graunt mee ſome reite, 
to the ende that wich moze grace and ercellencie mape 
recompte it vnto pou, then J haue done anie thing hereto⸗ 
foe. Fo my Head now is amazed, my Penne wozne, and

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The Pagans hauing laide ſeege to the Citie of London, 
determined with one conſent, to roote out all Chri-

Jour of the Kynges Floridamant , Ferrand of Norway, and 
Grandil/aor the hardie, and by the courage of the valiaunte 
Rnightes reſiant and ſoiournyng there, no leſſe mankullie,

then bloudily beaten backe: bloudily J ſaye , fo2 that with 
greate ſlaughter and occiſion of their people, they were en⸗ 
fozced to take landing at an other place difficult and vnto⸗ 
warde inough, lipng mote then a Pple diſtaunte from the 
Citie:where immediatly vppon their ariuall, without anie 
ſtoppe oꝛ impedimente (becauſe the JInhabitauntes ofthe 
Citie perceiued theim ſelues not ot ſufficient foxce to pur⸗ 
ſuc oz aſlaile theim any further ) they deſcended from their 
Ueſſelles, and went a Lande, with a greate noyſe and Tins 
tinare of Trompets , Shalmes, Dzommes , Fikes, and 
other like melodious Inſtrumentes of Marre: at ſounde 
wherof, the Pagans that firſt tooke Lande, did nought els 
but daunce and triumphe iolily, whiche bꝛauerie of theirs 
endured but fo2 aſhozte ſeaſon. Fo2 pꝛeſently after that the 
kynges Grandowin, Angrafolt, Brandiſſant, and the reſt with 
their Souldiers and all their traine, whom they had con- 
ducted to aſſaulte the Citie of London ( whiche they imagi⸗ 
ned to take within thꝛee oz fower dates at the moſte) were 
deſcended from their Shippes, they marched on:meanyng 
to encampe in a faire and verie wide plaine, which as then 
was ſituate not farre from the Citie. In the middeſt wher⸗ 
of, a manne mought haue ſeen the ſtately and magnificente 
Pauilions of the mightie Heatheniſhe Rynges , and the oz 
thers, whiche reſembled an high Groue, enuironed with a 
multitude of lopte Trees,. emong whiche there was erected 
one, farre ſurmountyng all che reſte in length and bzeadth, 
whiche ſerued the vſe of theſe kynges, in ſteede of an huige 
Palle, to conſulte and deliberate, touchyng their affaires: 
the ſame as a ſumptuous and bzaue Caſtle with Towers, 
was hemde in with Pauilions ok the Rynges Angrafolt, 
and Frandiſſant, on hothe ſides: wherevnto did cloſely ad- 
ioyne on the one parte, to the lodgyng of Jrandiſſant, the 
Pauilions of kyng Sala x ard, Zorlot, Cambarel, and Phago- 
zrofion the other appeared the lodgynges richelp beſene, ok 
the puillauut Tauladas kyng of Canada, - Guitarde * :

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ofthe Ile of Bacculeos, together with thoſe of the old kyng 
Grandowin,Barant,and Marton the ſtrong of Cantabrie. All

were called, of whom there was a create number. The old 
 kpng Grandowin, for that by occaſion of hym the aſſemblie 
was made, ſittyng on the higheſt Seate ok all, whiche was 
verie ſumptuouſlie pꝛepared and adozned, hauyng his twoo 
Sonnes Agrafo/t.on the right, and Brand:ſ[ant on the left 
hande, and all the other kynges, with Lozdes of greate po- 


wer, ſtoute and bzaue knightes, aboue ſixe hundzed, begann 


to ſpeake vnto them in this maner.

ct kes,Erles,Barons,and knightes,ifthe greeuous ſozowe, 
«c and extreeme heauineſſe, wherewith, thzough che remem⸗ 
ec 2aunce of the loſſe and death of my twoo Sonnes, my hart 
ec is burdened and toꝛmẽted, had ſtirred vp my courage alone, 


with an inflamed deſire to take ſuche ſtraunge and dꝛeadful 


e« vengeaunce as vnneth hath been heard ok, vpon the murde⸗ 
ec rer oftheim,and ofthe chiefparte ol my lignage: certes J 
e wonld haue had no ſlender regard, as one lothe to ſeme im⸗ 
cc yo2tunate vpd your Maieſties, excellencies, c honsurs, in 
ec requiryng pour aides, and ſuccours in this enterpꝛiſe:well 
ec weigbyng that my merite to you wardes, is of no ſuche cõ⸗ 
ce ſequence,that of ſo many mightie Loꝛdes. as in this aſſem⸗ 
t e hlie are pꝛeſente, to offer and aduenture their gooddes and 
«c {iues,vpon the hazarde of Foztune, and ot death allo, ſhould 
«c ęmploie theim ſelues in this attempte fox my ſake: ſeeyng 
«c that fo2 the accompliſhment ofthe lame. I mp ſelt am of po⸗ 
e wer ſufficiente, with the aide oftheſe my twoo ſonnes,who 
axe no leſſe bounde to take vehemente indignation, at the

ſith the caſe lo ſtandes, that the deuotion of the Goddes,and , ;

not onely to bꝛyng to vtter ruine, the moſte traiterous and 
miſcheuous Tiraunte, that euer did weare Croune, hym J, 
meane of Greate Bꝛitaine, but alſo wholie to extermine , 
and roote out thts curſed ofſpzyng of Chꝛiſtians, who in „ 
compariſon ok vs, that hold in ſubiectton, 4/a, Afrique, and, 
the greater parte of Europe, are but an handtull: and pet if ,

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cc are here readie to put the ſame in execution, doe plie the J- 
ron whiles it is hotte, and that without delate,if you iudge 


it beſte to enter foꝛcibly, oꝛ by other pꝛactiʒes into the citee, 
** whiche in reſpecte of the goodly buildynges and monumẽ⸗ 
** £es therof, we will neither burne no2 raze, but it ſhall ſuffiſe 
<< that we onely put to the edge of the Swoꝛde all the people, 
whiche wee ſhall finde within the ſame, as well the ſmall, 


** as greate, bothe Women and Childzen, murderyng and 


*< flayngtheim in ſuche ſoꝛte, that there ſhall not reſte one to 
carry tidynges: and to hym that can take the kyng Horida- 


** aant aliue, and hym deliner into our handes to bee doen to 
*< vile and ignominious death, wee pꝛomiſe to giue in lieu ot 
** his delerte twoo thouſande Talentes, and ſo to aduaunce 
his eſtate, that he maye accompte hym ſelf a foꝛtunate per- 
** ſone:but the Dames and Gentlewomen, ſuche as are en⸗ 
** dowed with ſinguler beautie ſhall bee ſaued, to ſerue fo2 our 
** ſhare,and to bee diſpoſed after our likyng. 

Immediatelie after this Saracen had belched out thele 
woo2des out of his malicious mouthe ,and ſtinkyng ſto⸗ 
macke, all the other Pagan kynges ſated with one voice, 
that hehadſpoken paſſyng well , and that it behoned hym 
to deliberate foo2thwith, to whiche-of theim the charge of 
ſcalyng the walles, and entryng the Citee ſhould bee com- 
mitted; with whom ſhould an hundꝛed thoulande footemen 
accompaignie, to make ſhoꝛte woo2ketn the aſſaulte, and to 
open the gates the ſoner, chat the kynges and knightes re⸗ 
mainyng without the walles, might enter at their eaſe 
without reſiſtaunce. And after the matter was thzoughlte 
. © "ranuaſedemong theim,the puillaunt kyng Guitard of Bac- 

* *caleos was appointed to vndertake the charge. Mhereat 
Angrafolt was greatly aggrieued, becauſe he eſpecially de⸗ 
fired to haue beene the ſirſte, that ſhould haue entered the 

Citte, to the intente he mought violate, and deflower the 

faire Ladie Pohhdamieꝛof whoſe beautie(albeeit ſhe had not 
"attained ta the age of fourtie yeres) he had heard luche ex⸗ 
cedyng 
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teedyng commendations, that her matche was neuer ſeen,, 
in any Heatheniſhe lande. And as the valiaunte kyng G. 
tard was in pꝛeparyng, and oꝛderyng the armie vnder his 
conducte, fo the accompliſhing ok his infoztunace attempt, 
he ſpake thele waoꝛdes in effecte, to the Painime kynges. 
who had cholen Guitard foꝑ the takyng of the Citi: 
Dy Lopes (ꝙ he) ſoꝛ ſo much as kyng Guitard, ot whole, , 
pꝛoweſſe and bountie J doubte not, may not without great, 
labour and trauaile, atchieue the mightie charge giuen to 
hym, becauſe that (as I beleue there is none of vou thereof, 
ignozaunte) thei with whom wee haue to deale (A meane , 
theſe knightes of Greate Bzitaigne, with whom this Ci⸗ 
tie in great nũber is furniſhed, as pou mought vnderſtand, 
when af late we purpoſed to haue taken lande) are ſuche,as.,, 
there are very fewe knightes in the woꝛlde, of greater pꝛo⸗ „ 
welle and valiauncie then thei are:it therefoꝛe ſemeth vnto , 
me ( ſubmittyng alwaies mp ſelfco better counſaill) that as 
well foz the ſuppoztation ofthe ſaied Loꝛde of Baccaleos, „ 
as alſo fo2 the ſpeedie diſpatche of that wee haue conſulted,, 
bpon, wee ought to electe ſome other emongeſt vs to aſſiſte , 
him:and if pouthinke good that my ſelt be he, the charge J 
will vndertake with a good will, and che reaſon that mo- 
uech mee to be lo deſirous to deale therein, I wil tell pau in , 
bite, W . 
This uight palctv, as J ſoundly llept,mix thought, Jas, 
entered into the Cittie, and made great chere and feaſtyng „, 
with king Floridamant, and the twelue couragious knigh⸗„ 
tes ok his houſe:dꝛcamyng (as me ſeemed) that you pꝛeſled 
into the, Hall and then as many as could, leapte, out at the,, 
Windowes;the-relidue were by pou cut in peeces, wherup⸗ 
pon J awaked: This Dzꝛeame animatech mee, and hath ,, 
cauſed me to tonceiue a ſtrong imagination, that p euentes „ 
ſhall ſo fall out: notwithſtanding there be ſome which late, ,, . 
that dꝛeames are but illuſids # mockeries.Fo2 it hach bene 
in my hearpng oktentpmes affirmed , that greate Pzinces , 
ern | Aa. iij. haue

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te haue dꝛeamed of thinges that afterwarve haue happened: 
te but the Dzeames of meane people are nought els but va⸗ 
cc nities,becauſe our Goddes pale not greatly foꝛ them, net- 
te ther doe reueale to them the koꝛeſhewinges ok chaunces to 
r come: but the apparitions that great Ringes do conceiue, 

cc gte of an other ſoꝛte, I am aſſured that not wout ſome ve; 
cc hement foʒetelling ot that which ſhal foꝛtune, the God Ma- 
cc hometh hath made me dꝛeame ol theſe matters. The other 


greatly he coueted and longed to light, graunt ed to his de⸗ 
maunde without deniall, howbeit the mightie Kyng 74 
ladat of Canadas was ſomewhat diſcontented thereat, miſ- 
truſting in his conceipt, that one of thofe twoo ſterne war⸗ 
rters would without peraduenture, diſpatche Kyng Fer- 
damanm of his life, wheras he hymſelt vpon no other occaſi⸗ 
on, then how he might haue trial of the renoumed pzowefle 
ok the ſaied King, did fo foone intermedle in the ſame war: 
but fox that he needed not to haue taken thought: toz in dea⸗ 
ling with king Florilamant, both he and his complices alſo 
were like to haue their handes full. 
\ Whileche affaires amonge the Pagans ffoode in thele 
'termes , there entered ſecretly into their Campe a Spie, 
whom Ryng F/oridamant had purpoſely fent to marke and 
learne all the d2yftes and pollicies ofthe enemies: hee be⸗ 
ing difguifed.like a Pioner, fo handled the mütter, by meas 
nes ot his f kilfulnes in all Sarazin languages. that he vn⸗ 
derſtoode the whole ſumme of their doings * fine declared: 
whereuppon hee retourned into the Cittie vnperceiued of 
any, makyng repoꝛt thereof, to the noble Horidamant, and 
other the kinges and knightes of his Court:who without 
vttering any ligne of doubte. whirhe neverthelefle thei had 
cloſeiy conceiued in their mindes, knowing the fo2ces and 
powers of their enemies to be fo greate:but rather demea⸗ 
ning their cofitinaunces coꝛreſpondt̃t to their haulty hear⸗ 
. chemlelurs to their Souldlers, whom they = 
muſte⸗ 


Ringes perteiuyng by the tale of the eruell Angrofolt, hom 
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ned the kearceſt aſſaulte of their enemies: who by the helpe 
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muſtered out of al partes, both within the City c without: 
And with a ſufficient number ol them, marched with al ex⸗ 
pedition towards thoſe partes of the walles, whiche ſuſtai⸗ 


of infinite coded Ladders, wherewith the cranies of the 


alles were on euerpe ſide peſtered, haupng entered into 


the Cittie in greate multitudes, beganne alreadie to kill + 
llape all that came in their wape, without anpe reſiſtaunce, 
vntill the commyng of the valiaunce Prince Floradamant, 


bepng arcompanieo with the kinges Ferraudat Nozwaie, 


Grandilaor of Swethelande, and Murcibell of Denmarke, | 
who then was freſhlp ariued, to the ſuccour ok his Lowe, 
with a good number of hardie knightes, and men of Ar⸗ 
mes. All whiche well mounted, marched together in one 
Troupe againſte the enemie, garded on the one ſide with 


Duke ( undior of Noꝛmandie, and his Sonne Dos Siluan, 
Earle of Flaunders, who was a verie young knight, but 
well eſteemed fo2 Feates of Armes. On the other ſide were 
the luſtie Aeciall of Surrey, Sp2 Hewald, the cuuragious 
knight Nlelelior of Jrelande, Ramelin, Druic, and Fran- 
gard Earle of Durfoꝛd, who confrontyng this outragious - 
multitude of Sarazins , murderyng the Chziſtians wich⸗ 
dut mercie,charged thoſe Butcherly Dogges, voyde of all 
humanitic , wich ſuche furie, that at that firfte encounter, 
happenyng within a bzoad place far within the Citie, vou 
Legges, . 

Veades, and bꝛeaſt partes ofthe Pagans; flpethickeinthe | 
avꝛe like Flies in the Sunne ſhine: whiche theſe valiaunte 
Knightes diſmembzed in ſuche wile,that thoſe Rakehelles | 
that had begonne to make their Brauadoes along the City, 


mought haue ſeene the Members, as the Armes, 


were neuer ſo aſtonied in their liues cba eleng their 


ouerlong tariaunce, to tour ne to cheir eee and 
ſeeyng their vnablenes to make anye further reſiſtaunce, 
they were conſtrained to retourne the waie they had paſſed 


ee vet they could not behaue them clues ſo well . 5 
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* The Hyſtorie 
the retyꝛyng, but that thꝛee thouſand fell doune ſtarke dead 
in the place. Mhereok the kyng of Baccaleos, (as hee ſtoode 
on the walles encouragyng his men to clyme vp apace, be⸗ 
vng aduertized, ) veſcended from thence, and came inconti⸗ 
nently with a truſtie bande of his ſtouteſt knightes, among 
whom there was one bꝛaue Sarazin ok mightie ſtrength, 
named Micophron, that was his Couſin. As ſoone as he ap⸗ 
pꝛooched neere the place, and ſawe what hauocke the Che 
ſtians made ofthe Pagans, hee was almoſt mad with rage 
and ſpite, to ſee his people ſo diſoꝛdꝛed and ſlaine: whom he 
met lleeing, being chaſed by theknightes aboue named:anv 
with maine fozce entered into the Croude on foote as hee 
was, being followed of his people:who viewyng his man⸗ 
hoode,tooke heart agrace,laying about them with all their 
might, in ſuche wile, that if God had not taken compaſſion 
vpon the pooꝛe Chꝛiſtians, there had not one eſcaped that 
dap: fo he encountered nothing in that place, whiche hee 
did not hewe in peeces: next vnto hym the fierce Sarazin 
Micopbron made ſuch a terrible laughter and ſpoyle of the 
pooꝛze Chꝛiſtians, chat none there were that durſt withſtand 
hym, foꝛ feaàre leſt they ſhould be ſente to their long homes. 
And aſſuredly theyhad ouercome the whole Cittie, if that 
the renoumed kynge Floridamunt, the valiaunt Ferrande of 
Norway and Don Murcibel of Denmarke,( whoſe ſtrength 
by Gods diuine power, J beleue was then redoubled) had 
not in tyme halled ko the ſuccour of their people. But theſe 
noble Pꝛinces *bcholdyng this miſerable ſpectacle, vſed 
wouderfull diligence and celeritie, and bare them ſelucs ſo 
*baliaunclp,that king F/oridamant coaping with the king of 
Baccaleos , Don Ferrand with Hycophron the ſtrong , and 
Olurcibellamong the other Pagans, ſmytyng befoze and 
behinde, and on both ſides, compelled them after an harde 
and ſharpe conflict ; to tourne their backes, and ſhewe their 
hHeeles. Fo? kyng Horidamant ſurpꝛiſed. with furie, and 
| Fhaſed in fightyng,raught kyng Parekh allhis * 
uch

ſuche a biolent ſtroake, that he made his Helmetflee ofhis 
head, and had ſlaine hint without doubt, if his people had not 
the moe ſpeedely ſuccoured hym: but perteluing his head 


vnarmed, hee rety2ed haſtely to the place from whente hee 
came, hauyng received no other hutte but chae, by the vio⸗ 
lence of the blowe, his eyes ſo ſparkeles , chat fo) a quarter 


of an hower after, he could ſee verie liccle at ali:and it is to 
be cõiecturev, that hav it not bene fo2 y guodnes of his Ars 


mour, being that which Hclullet did weare;ac the bataile of 


Trop, when he ſlewe che vallaunt Heller ; Vonbtleshe dad 
not bene left alive:howbeit he was afterwatvniuch bet 
pea #readp to runne out ot his wittes;fs5 that parte of the 
Armour whiche he had loſte, hauyng wonne them from the 
ſtrong Bagellau, king of Ithaca, by Combate thi 
vaiecontumualprwhich Bagellan xttetued them from his 
Aunceſtour T, who after the death of Mobile. „wa 
made owner of them. 

But now to goe fozward in the recitall ofthe relfofthis- 
hideous hurlie burlie, betwene the Painims and che Ch)t- 
ſtians: you ſhall vnderſfauve, that alter kyng Gard wir 
the loſſe of his armour, was ſo elcaped ort othe tumulte, 
might ie ( Aiycopbron his touſim whom he has left behinve 
in the Bꝛiers, with muche adoe andvifficultie ſuſtarnen the 
bꝛunte ok his enemies, beyng welnigh ouerrome bythe aſ⸗ 
ſailers ofhym: for he was ſo roughiy charged and purſued. 
bythe thꝛee Chriſttan Aynges, that notwiehltandyng his 
manfull and couragious defence, hee was taken Piiſoner. 
Foz he had once be koꝛe bꝛought kyng Frrran of Noi waie, 
to ſo harde an exigent, foꝛ all his excellent pꝛoweſſe, that he 
had not long endured ag ainſt hym, had not the kynges. Flo 
ridamant and Murcibell affoꝛded their aides: chargyng 
the Pagan as afoꝛeſaid. foſced hum to yelde himſelt pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner, inreſpec ot his valiaincie;flewehym as they did his 
people, who were entered into p titee:of wh he made ſuche 
hanocke, that not one remained bnſlaine, to carynewesof- 
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the veleatyng ok his fellowe ſouldiours. 

Thus you mate perceiue how noblie the thꝛee Chili, 
an Kynges in thoſe partes behaued them ſelues, from mid⸗ 
daie, till the Sunne was welnigh ſette: It rematneth that 
we make rehearſal, what was done on the other ſide againſt 
cruell Angrafolt, and thule monſtrous Glances,Br:ſard and 
Rogemont , bythe reſidue ofthe twelue valiaunce knightes 
of Greate Butaigne; who beeyng in other quarters of the 


Citee,and hearyng che noiſe and Alarme oktheir enemies, 


who had made en eraunce in greate muititudes, vnder con⸗ 
ducte of che ſame-e-G2grofo/e; act ompanied with theſe twoo 

auntes, marched on in maruecilous haſte chether warde, 
beeyng alliſted by the moꝛe parte ot the garriſons of the 
citee, wich ſuche diligence and dexteritie, that the Pagans 


being not farre entered into the Citie, were by them copel⸗ 
led to recuyle vnto che very walles, not without great loſſe 


and ſlaughter . Now as the Giauntes were entered with 
eAngrefolt their Lobe, he ſeeyng the reſiſtaunce that they

Glauntes to ſuccaur cheir menne e hym leit anely takyng 
wale tothe ae e een vpon his deſired pꝛaie:.

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and Inrcibe/t:who hauyng happely diſpatched them 
ings of Guirard haſtened to other quarters of the Citee, 
where thei knewe the Painung were entered Foz he was 
no-ſouer eſniod / hut he was pꝛelentiy charged ve rie rudely. 
by theſe thꝛee valiant Chuſtian Champions with dinte of 
Sw02de: whiche although he receiued with greate aſſu⸗ 
raunce, vet the matche vnegally made, he cauld not endure 


long, but was r- to tourne his backe,flipng towar⸗ 
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des the place where his menne ſought: but beeyng agaſte 
with the violence of theſtrokes he had ſuſtained in the en⸗ 
counter, he miſſed of the right wate,Foozthwithkyng Fo⸗ 
rid. mant meanpng to purſue hym; and to ſighte with hym 
hande to hand,commaunded the kynges Frrrand and Mur- 1 
cibell to haſte theim tu the aide of his knightes , and in the | 
purſuite of the Pagan (as one that was moꝛe nimble and ö 
adtiue)demeaned hym ſeil ſo wi li, that in a narrowe Lane, 
where the other reſted to bieath hymiſetf,he duettdonke him: 
who ſeeyng none other to foltowe ſaue the kyng; reioyſed j 
greately, and takyng his Swoꝛde in his hande, and his 
Shield on his arme, attended, vaunting on koste to receiue 
the onſett, howbeit to his no ſmall pꝛeiudice. Foz the kyng | 
cloſeiy bucklyng with hym Hallailed hym with fuche bote 
and violence, that had nut his Enchauuted Armes ſetued 
hym at that pinch, he ſhould haue been ſoone diſpatched, but 
by the helpe ol theim, he continued the fight-mbze then an

hym:fo2 the ſmall experience whiche ſo ſhoze time could af« 
fozd him ofhis wozthines,boffry,+ comely qualities, wher⸗

Dowbeit, fa; all theſe wozdes and many 
a teare beſides,whiche fell from the good Seamans eves, 
who trembled for feare, ſeeyng the Maues like mightie 
Mountaines, offeryng to ouerwhelme them, and the Seas 
readie to ſwallow vp their veſſell,yet would not the Pouth 
relfc,no2 was any whit abaſhed, ſaiyng that either aliue oz 
dead, he would paſle further. In p meane while the maiſter 
of the ſhippe tourned the Sailes towardes the Region of 
Fraunce:wherevppon the chief winde with luche violence 
ruſhed againſt h maine Pate, that it had like to haue ouers 
thꝛowen che Ueſſell: but partly by the timely ceaſing of the 
boyſterous blaffe, partly bythe incredible ſtrength ot the 
Youth ofthe. Fairies: who embzaſing it in his Armes, held 
it with all his might. from leaning towardes the Seas che 
8 and all was recouered. Notwithſtandyng the Tem⸗ 
Pe tſurceaſed not, but continued.ſocruellandfozcible,that 
t mought haue been compared to that, wherin the Troian 
Chieftatnc «ex, was tnurmopled when b wat hful Jane 
(inceſed againft the remaines of Trey) had requeſtede-£e- 
lut, to giue to his moſt fierce windes the rapnestotozment 
hym , Fo? their veſſell was with ſuch-outrage toſſed to and 
fro, vype and doune, and almoſt vpſidedoune, winde ſhaken 
and weather beaten, that when J conſider okit, Nam fozcen 
to ſtande in admiration, wonderyng howe it could eſcape ſo 
hoꝛrible a ieoperdy without ſhipwzacke:fo2 ſometymes the 
Waues like Mountaines lifted cheim vp alaſte, makyng 
them thinke that they were in aſcending into the Cloudes: 
againe the ſhippe fallyng daune betwene the migbtie Was 
ues as it were in a deepe valley, made themto dꝛead. leſt that 
Pell were openyng co deuour them vp. So that the Pari- 
ners aud Paſſengers abandonyng the Tacklinges, began 
to crie mercie, knowpng no other remedie oz reſcue * 
x - 880 | uche 
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ſuch imminẽt daungers ſauing pꝛaier vnto God, with ſuch 
an hearte, as they poſſeſle , who are ſurpꝛiled with the like 
hazard. Neuerthelefle the mercileſſe rage of the windes ene 
creaſing, Haile and ſharpe ſhowers fell aboundauntly, the 
Skies were quite ouercaſt, the Ap2e wonderfullie darke⸗ 
ned, the darkenes berefte the Sailers of all light, excepte 
it were that whiche pꝛoceedyng fromthe twinklyng eyes 
ofthe Mhales, and TWherlepooles,o2 els of flaſhes ot ligh⸗ 

tening, intermedled among the ſtoꝛmy Raine, and fozerun⸗ 

nung moſt ghaſtly aud hideous Thunder crackes, and ter⸗ 

rible Aherlewindes. But pet all theſe dzeadfull accwen⸗ 
tes had no power to abate the noble courage oꝛ daunte the 
ftoute Stomacke of the wozthy and valtaunt Youth ofthe 
Fairies, ſtedfaſſly ſettlet in a firme opinion, that all bitter⸗ 
nes was ſweete, all euill good, and all daunger, diſcaſe, and 

trauaile, to be repoſe & aſſured trãquillitie in reſpect of the 

vnceſſant, vnaſſwaged and remediles paine, which his reſt» 
les minde ſuffered by vehemencie ol his amoꝛous wounde: 
fo2 albeit hee did ſee the greate parte of the Mariners, and 
the reſidue in the ſhippe, ſhikte out ofthe ſame, and commit 
themſeues vnto the Shipboate foꝛ their ſafegarde, pet hee 
not once offered to remoue hymſelfe from thence where he 
was:neither refpectyng couerte from the bꝛunt of the tem- 
peff,noz reieayng the vnſeaſonable weather,but accepting 
either in like parte, Which Tepeſt towardes the euening, 
when the Ueſſell had all date runne at randon, without go- 

uernement, began to ceaſe, and moderate his rage, the im⸗ 
poꝛtunate windes packyng awate, and giuyng place tothe 
comfoꝛtable Beames of Dan Phæbut, who as then guided 
his hozſe, wearie of their dates taſke towardes T heris Ma⸗ 

ues. Now the Yonth; who alone ftaied in the Ueſſell, with 


his truſtie Eſquire, that would not ſozfake hym in weale - 
02 woe, perceiuyng the weather to ware cleare, gate hym 


out of a Cabin of the Shippe, where he had remained du⸗ 


ryng the Tempeſt, and mounting vppon the Harches,hee 2

migbt eſpie not farre from his Ueſſell, the halle of a ſhip 
flotyng, whiche the tempeſt had tozne aſunder : within the 
whiche there was a man almoſt faintyng,and p:eſt to elde 
his bodie to the mercie et the Maters, whoſe Maues had 
almoſt ouerwhelmed hym : yet betwixt ſinkyng and ſwim- 
myng. he laboured to lengthen his lite, without likelihood 
of recouerie, if an vnhoped hap had not reſerued hym from 
ſuche diſtreſſe, liyng in the maine Seas, depꝛiued of his na⸗ 
turall foꝛces, and diſtaunte from Lande any waie twentie 
Leages : but as hee was in this plight, a gratious gale of 
wind, did dziue the Boozd whereon he groueledhalfe dead, 
towardes the Youthes Ueſſell: who takyng picifull com- 
paſſion, with diligent endeuour laboured to ſauehym : ſpa- 
ring not ts deſpople himſelfe.ſtarke naked to leape into the 
water, and tying a Coarde ofthe Shippe about his bodie, 
ſwamme to the other man, and attainyng vnto hym,thzewe 
hym the ende ofthe ſame Cozde,whiche he ſtifſy graſped in 
bis nummed handes:this being done, he ſwamme again to⸗ 
wardes his ſhip:dꝛawyng the other after hym with muche 
adoe:into the which he mounted, # being tyꝛed, lifted vp the 
other beeyng hardly handeled and moyled in the ſalte wa⸗ 
ters: who beyng entered, fell doune in a ſounde, vomityng

Wherupon the Youth ol the Fairies ſ&@ynghym ſo faire 
and ſo comely a Perſonage, and geſſing by his cofitenance 
that he ſhould be of ſome good houſe, emploped al diligence 
poſſible, foꝛ the ſafegarde of his life, c taking him & lifting 
his feete vpwards, with p helpe of his Eſquier, made them 
faſt to one ot the Cables, and hanging his head downewar⸗ 
des, he powꝛed out the water into the Sea, whiche remay⸗ 
ned in his Stomacke: after beepng recouered from his 
ſwone, hee pꝛaied the Youth, that hee would vntie hym, foꝛ 
be felt no moze paine, whiche he delajed not to doe, with all 
expedition, beyng ſo glad, as if 0 had founde the * 
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would not awake him as then, vntill midnight came: when 
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df Caſut, 0) conquered the Romaine Empire, as well foz 
that he longed to vnderſtand what he was, as alſo what fa2 = 
tune had bzought hym into that diſtreſſe. hereofhaupne
